Chicago,  May  28.  -The  Times 
late  edition  has  tiie  following: 

Patrick  O.  Sullivan  has  lifted  the  veil 
of  conspiracy.    He    has  made  a  full  con- 
fession, and  has  given  to  the    police  the 
names  of  everyone   he   knew  that   wad 
implicated  in  the  murder  of   Dr.  Crouiu. 
Sulhvan    was    neatly    trapped.      Day 
after  day  he  lied.     Day  after  day  he  has 
been  subjected  to  the  questioning  of  the 
olhoers,  but  no  liar  lives  who,  questioned 
by  different  men  at  ditfereut  times,   caii 
weave  the  woof  of  falsehood   so   strongly 
as  to  make  it  appear  to  be  truth's  fabric. 
The  ice  man  did  aot  know  that  on  the 
very  night  that  Dr.    Cronin    was    mur- 
dered tlie  police  took  possession   of    the 
blood-stained  cottage   at    1«27    Ashland 
avenue,  but    such    was    the    case.     The 
police  pumped  Sullivan    last   Thursday. 
iie      contradicted     himself    frequently. 
Then  they  told  liim  their  suspicions,  and 
gave  him  enough    truth    to    show    that 
they  knew  more  than    he   thought  they 
did.    JNiext    day    Sulhvan    changed    his 
tune  and  more  contradictions  followed. 
This   lying   contmueu    until    yesterday. 
Ihen  he  uecided  to  tell  the  truth  and  by 
so  doing  save  himself  from  the  fate  that 
surely  awaits  the  slayers  of   Dr.   Uronin. 
He  notihed  Capt.  Schaack  of  this  reso- 
lution. 

At  11  o'clock  yesterday  morning  Sulli- 
van was  taken  uito  Capt.  Wings  private 
ottice.  He  was  conirontecl  by  Capt. 
Schaaok  and  Liieut.  Schuttler.  There 
was  no  stenograi^her  present.  The 
officers  could  not  have  one  present. 
They  did  not  dare  to  trust  to  the  dis- 
cretion of  a  clerk.  Schaack  and  Shut- 
tier  took  long-hand  notes  of  the  confes- 
sion. It  took  many  hours  to  tell  the 
Btory.  From  11:30  o'clock  in  the  morning 
until  (j  in  the  evenmg  they  talked,  but 
every  awful  detail  of  the  crime  was  re- 
vealed. Finally  the  story  was  ended, 
and  Sullivan  fell  back  in  his  chair  ex- 
hausted. 

Mayor  Boldenweek,  of  Lake  View,  who 
knows  Sullivan,  and  had  great  influence 
with  him,  was  called  in  during  the  after- 
noon and  took  part "  m  the  conference. 
Mayor  iSoldenweek  told  Sullivan  to  make 
a  clean  breast  of  it. 

"It  will  all  be  found  out  any  way," 
said  the  mayor,  "and  for  God's  sake  don't 
keep  back  a  single  thing." 

Sullivan  took         his         friend's 

advice.  He  confessed  that  he  had  known 
Dan  Coughlin  for  many  years,  instead  of 
having    made  his  acquamtance    shortly 
after  the  murder.     The  iceman  admitted 
that  he  was  a    member  of    the   Clan-na- 
Gael  in  good   standing  and    was  present 
at  Lincoln  hall    the  night  of    March  22, 
when  Dr.  Cronin  officiated   at  the  initia- 
tion   of    several    new  members    of    the 
order.     The    prisoner   said    he   was  for- 
merly a  street-car   conductor    and    that 
Whaien,    his    brother-in-law,  who    lives 
with  him,  is  a  street-car  conductor  now. 
Coughlin  is  also    an    ex-street-car    em- 
ployee, having  been  a  driver    while  in 
the  employ  of  the  North  Side  Street  Car 
company.      Sullivan    naturally    became 
acquainted  with   many    detectives    and 
policemen,  especially  those  on  the  North 
Side.    This  was  one  of  the  facts  brought 
to  Sullivan's  notice  to  disprove  his  state- 
ment that  he  was  not    acquainted   with 
any  officers.    That  caused  him  to   break 
down.     Sullivan  said  that  he  haU  worked 
in  the  iron  mines  in   northern   Michigan 
and  at  Hancock,  Mich.,  and    became  ac- 
quamted  with  the  relatives  of  Detective 
Coughlin. 

Then  SuUivan  repeated  the  whole 
plot,  and  the  names  of  all  those  con- 
nected with  the  great  crime.  Mayor 
Boldenweek  said  last  night  that  the 
statement  was  of  the  most  startling 
nature.  "It  implicates  many,  but  I  must 
not  talk."  Several  sensational  arrests 
ma>  be  expected  today. 

Chicago,  May  28.— Mayor  Bolden- 
week, of  Lakeview,  was  seen  this  morn- 
ing by  a  reporter  and  was  asked  for  a 
confirmation  of  the  published  statement 
to  the  effect  that  Iceman  P.  O.  Sullivan 
had  made  a  full  confession  of  the  plot  to 
kill  Dr.  Cronin,  and  of  the  manner  in 
which  it  was  carried  out.  The 
declared  that  it  was  not  true.

Pederson.  Pederson  came  here  from 
Mmneapolis  about  two  weeks  ago,  and 
took  ujj  headquarters  at  No.  310  West 
l-ourth  street.  Last  Wednesdav  morn- 
ing the  old  gentleman  got  up  fi-om  the 
breakfast  table,  hurriedlv  went  out,  and 
has  not  been  seen  since.

OUR  TERRACE  DRIVE. 

In  another  i.>olumn  appears  un  aei>ount 
of  the  prooeeiiings  of  the  park  commis- 
sion thus  far.  The  i>rganization  of  this 
commisflion  was  delayed  somewhat,  ow- 
in«  to  the  lUuess  of  Mayor  Sutphiu, 
member-ex  otlicio,  and  the  absence  of 
Mr.  Munger,  as  their  associates  were 
naturally  desirous  that  as  full  a  board 
as  possible  should  take  part  in  the  shap 
ing  jind  inception  of  the  undertaking. 
But,  at  the  mayor's  request,  while  still 
too  ill  to  be  present,  the  members  of  the 
commission  in  the  city  met  by  appoint- 
ment and  quietly  perfected  their  organ- 
ization. Mr.  W.  K.  Rogers  was  chosen 
president  of  the  commission,  and  will 
devote  henceforth  a  very  large  share  of 
his  time  and  attention  to  the  carrying 
out  of  its  design  and  instructions..  A 
room  has  been  assigned  to  the  commis- 
sion in  City  Hall  and  work  has  been 
actively  begun  on  the  line  of  the  pro- 
posed terrace  drive-way. 

So  quietly,  however,  has  the  commis- 
sion set  to  work,  and  with  such  an  in- 
tentional avoidance  of  parade  of  any 
kintl,  that  there  is  perhaps  some  danger 
that  the  city,  at  large,  may  fail  to  realize 
the  vigor  with  which  the  work  is  being 
pressed,  and  the  value  of  the  immediate 
results  to  be  attained  if  the  hands  of  the 
commission  are  held  up  by  the  public 
and  by  the  council  that  represents  the 
city. 

The  cordial  co-operation  of  the  board 
of  public  works  is  promised,  and  there 
can  be  no  doubt  the  council  will  heartily 
support  the  commission  as  soon  as  it 
realizes  fully  the  immediate  practical 
importance  to  the  city  of  the  improve- 
ments now  under  way,  and  the  urgency 
of  the  public  demami  for  their  comple- 
tion. No  representative  body  can 
seriously  think  of  leaving  any  blocks  in 
the  way  of  a  benefit  to  the  city,  so  ob- 
vious and  so  extraordinary,  and  so 
cheaply  to  be  obtained. 

The  terrace-driveway,  which  is  the 
first  work  projected,  can  now  be  ex- 
ecuted at  a  cost  absolutely  trifling  in 
comparison  with  the  value  of  the  im- 
provement to  the  city.  In  the  natural 
bench  which  skirts  the  side  of  the  hills 
of  Duluth  nature  has  provided  a  way 
and  foundation  so  easy  and  durable  that 
the  city  is  required  to  do  scarcely  more 
than  stretch  out  its  hand  for  the  grand 
gift  that  lies  within  its  grasp. 

This  terrace   is  a   wonder  that  grows 
upon  the  mind   with  each  new  survey. 
It  marks   the  ancient   limit  of   the  lake 
and  over  it  are  scattered  here  and  there 
rocks  of  foreign  formation,  transported 
by  the  glacial  ice  of  some  remote  epoch. 
To    the    geologist    every  foot    of    it    is 
of        speaking       interest       and        the 
grand  view  of  lake,  bay,  curving    shore, 
hill,  ravine,  and  valley,  which    opens  up 
new  revelations  of  beauty  to   the  eye  at 
every  turn,  cannot  fail  to    impress    the 
most  careless  observer.     It    is    magnifi- 
cently unique.    Perhaps  no  city    in  the 
world  has  such  a  terrace  to  glory  in.    Its 
majestic  beauty  is  still  but  feebly  appre- 
ciated in  this  city  and  almost   unknown 
to  the  country  at  large.    With  a  suitable 
driveway    to  reveal  its    proportions  and 
marvels  it   will  surely    be    one    of    the 
wonders  of  the  country  and  an   abiding 
pride  of  Duluth.     Who  can  estimate  the 
value  of  this  improvement,  not    only  in 
uplifting  the  mind  of  the  city   and    edu- 
cating insensibly  and  inevitably  its  sense 
of  beauty,  but    in  its  direct   attraction 
to    Wsitors      and       addition      to     the 
worth         of        land         here        as        a 
place  of  residence?      It  will  surely  repay 
ita  cost  a  thousandfold    in  the  barest 
practical  returns,  without  measuring  its 
service  for  enjoyment  and  inspiration. 

The  bed  of  hard  gravel  which  overlays 
it  only  an  inch  or  two  below  the  surface 
mould  furnishes  at  hand  as  good  a  road- 
way as  can  be  made,  and  for  the  mere 
cost  of  leveling  and  laying  out  the  noble 
drive  can  be  made  ready  for  use  in  a  few 
months.  For  the  sake  of  the  city  this 
must  be  done,  but  the  city  council  must 
act  in  support  of  the  commission  before 
it  can  be  done.  The  proper  action  should 
be  taken  without  an  hour's  needless  de- 
lay.

Few  of  the  many  passers-by  on  Michigan 
street,  between  First  and  Second  avenues 
west,  fail  to  notice  the  ramshackle  old  frame 
structure  situated  between  the  re^rof  Pauton 
&  Watson's  glass  block  and  O'Brien  &  Knowl- 
ton's  livery  stable  on  the  north  side  of  the 
street  Of  tl»e  hundreds  who  pass  it  daily 
there  are  scarcely  any  who  know  the  old  build- 
ing's history.  It  is  lSx23  feet  in  size  and  was 
built  by  Douglas  Petre  in  1871.  It  was  the  Ursi 
building  ou  Michigan  street  and  was  Duluih's 
first  manufactory.  It  was  used  for  some  years 
as  a  distillery  of  ce<lar  oil,  the  cedar  being 
obtained  in  a  number  of  instances  from  places 
now  covered  with  Duluth's  handsome 
busiuess  bl(x;ks  and  private  residences. 
After  the  distilling  of  the  oil  was 
abandont-d  the  old  building  was  used  as  a 
storeliou  le  for  some  time,  and  was  eventually 
successively  tenanted  by  one  or  two  French 
families.  Then  it  became  vacant  and  neglected. 
Mischevious  boys  smashed  nearly  all  the  win- 
dows and  it  was  again  patched  up  and  used  as 
a  private  stable  for  a  short  time,  and  then  was 
totally  neglected.  It  is  now  used  as  a  fuel 
shed  by  the  Ideal  restaurant  people.  A  solitary 
and  very  dirty  pane  of  glass  remains  in  a  bat- 
tered window-sash,  and  rats  and  mice  are  the 
sole  occupants.  The  old  place  has  been  photo- 
graphed and  will  be  an  iiueresting  view  in 
future  years  of  the  birthplace  of  manufactur- 
ing in  Duluth.

Hints    About     How    to      Build 

And    Furnish  a 

Home. 


In  those  days  of  t;enerul  knowledge  on 
all  matters  portaiaiug  to  the  home,  ex 
terior  or  interior,  there  is  no  rerson  why 
the  simplest  house  may  not  have  some 
germ  of  beuuty  or  picturesiiueueus  about 
it,  to  attract  by  these  characteristics, 
rather  than  jis  is  too  often  the  case-to 
repel,  or  at  least  excite  contempt  by  its 
commonplace  ugliness. 

The  plans  and  sketches  offered  by  The 
Herald  today  afford  ample  coivfort  and 
convenience  for  a  family  of  four  or  tive 
people  of  moderate  means  and  ambition 


and  is  more  suggestive  of  space  than  the 
colder  tone.-,  which  effect  in  these  latter 
tones  is  of  weight  and  oppression. 

The  bav  window  in  the  living  room  is 
not  a  positive  necessity,  as  the  room  is 
large  and  commodious  without  it;  but  is 
such  a  self-evident  blessing,  and  such  a 
nuirked  decorative  feature  in  the  room 
that  it  would  be  a  pity  to  do  away  with 
it,  for  the  sake  of  'the  few  dollars 
saved. 

The  furnishing  of  such  a  home  should 
be    plain,  solid    and  substantial;  in  the 
living  room  should   be    a    well-made  ex- 
tension table- square,  not   the  old  fash - 
loueil  round    typt»     that    may,  after    the 
meals  are  over,  be  shut  to    its  smallest 
comjjass  and  covered  with  a  dark  colored 
cloth.       Here    the    evening    lamp    may 
stand,  and  the  family  gather    after  the 
day's  work  is  over,  to  enjoy  an    hour  or 
two  of  sociability  with    books  or  games. 
Such  a  room  may  and  should  partake 
of  its  dual   character  in  its   fittings   and 
general   characteristics;    it  must   above 
all  things   look  homeUkt,   and   cheerful, 
and  become  an  attractive    center    to   all 
tlie  members  of  the   family;  for   decora- 
tions, the  wall   may  be   covered    with   a 
paper  of  quiet  olive'  in   two  tones,  a  dark 
pattern  over  a  lighte-   body,  the  ceiling 
tinted  a  soft,  quiet  buff  tone,  the  floor  if 
laid    carefully  may  be    stained   a    dark 
walnut   color,  and    the    center    covered 
with  a  large  bocking  or  crumb  cloth  of 
quiet  colors,  and  a  rug  or  two  in  the  bay

that  do  not  soar  beyond  the  length   of 
their  purse  strings. 

If  the  kitchen  as  here  shown  was 
turned  into  a  dining  riK)m,  and  a  struc- 
ture added  outside  for  kitchen  purposes 
—one  story  high— which  would  involve 
but  a  small  outlay  and  could  be  done  at 
any  time,  with  no  alteration  of  the  main 
budding,  beyond  that  of  turning  a  win- 
dow into  a  door,  the  design  would  per- 
haps be  improved  in  the  view  of  most 
housekeepers.  But  we  have  given  the 
house  in  the  primary  stage,  so  to  speak, 
and  the  fact  that  it  can  be  so  easily  and 
cheaply  enlarged,  as  the  growing  neces- 
sities of  the  family  may  prompt,  is  one 
of  its  marked  advantages. 

Moreover,  if  only  three  sleeping  apart- 
ments are  required,  the  addition  of  an 
outer  kitchen  is  not  necessary,  as  the 
small  room  on  the  ground  floor  is  ad- 
mirably suited  for  a  small  parlor,  and 
the  plan  allows  for  three  spacious  bed- 
rooms on  the  second  floor.  In  that  case 
the  living  room-  so  designated  on  the 
plan  -might  become  the  diningroom 
proper  (as  no.v   it    ;s  intended  for  the 


and  before  the  fireplace.  Pictures  of 
course  on  the  walls,  and  such  "knick- 
knacks"  here  and  there  as  will  add  to 
the  beauty  and  attractiveness  of  the 
room  without  littering  it  up  too  much. 

Only  the  priming  coat  is  included  in 
the  cost  of  the  house  as  herein  stated. 
As  a  suggestion  for  the  outside  decora- 
tion, the  following  may  be  useful:  The 
roof  shingles  stained  a  mossy  green, 
gable  shingles  a  raw  sienna,  second  story 
shingles  and  top  of  back  porch  and 
front  piazza  a  warm  brownish  yellow; 
the  clapboards  on  first  story  a  dark 
warm  brown,  bordering  on  red,  and  the 
trimmings,  outside  doora  and  blinds  a 
dark  bronze  green.

general  sitting  and  diningroom  com- 
bined), and  of  a  size  and  proportion  sel- 
dom surpassed  in  houses  double  the  cost 
of  this.  In  fact,  the  liberal  size  of  four 
out  of  thfe  six  rooms  comprised  in  the 
plans  is  a  striking  feature  of  the  de- 
sign, commending  it  strongly  to  those 
who  have  a  lively  antipathy  to  cramped 
apartments. 

The  scheme  here  has  been  to  comprise 
within  the  necessarily  limited  space,  as 
much  of  comfort  and  simple  conven- 
ience as  possible;  based  on  the  belief 
that  fewer  rooms,  with  ample  elbow 
room,  is  far  better  than  more  and  smaller 
ones,  and  as  comfort  rather  than  show 
has  been  the  aim,  the  one  large  "living 
room" — to  the  average  home  body,  is  all 
that  the  name  implies.  The  bay  window 
embracing  the  full  width  of  the  room, 
the  cheerful  open  fire  place,  and  the 
generous  spaciousness  of  the  room  itself, 
allows  of  all  the  comforts  of  a  sitting 
room,  while  it  is  near  enough  to  the 
kitchen   to    allow    of    all   the  necessary

-Notwith- 
standing the  uniformly   favorable  state- 
ments that  have  been  sent    out    in   the 
last  week,  not  only    from   these    western 
counties  of  the  1  hard   wheat    belt,    but 
from  the  Ked  River  valley,  I   find    there 
has  been  and  still  is,  present  indications 
alone  considered,  cause  for  some   appre- 
hension, and  unless  there    are    remark- 
ably favorable  conditions  from  now   on 
there  will  not  be  the  crop  that  has  been 
hoped  for  and,   I   believe    generally   ex- 
pected.   It  is,  of  course,  too  eaii/  to  pre- 
dict the  result  of    the  months    of  June 
and  July,  should  there  be  more  moisture 
soon     there     will      be     a   good    crop, 
should     there     be     only     the     usual 
rains      there      will      no     doubt     be     a 
shortage.     Not  that  I  mean  to  be   a  pes- 
simist, but  the    constant  rosy  reports  of 
"plenty  rain,"  "enough    moisture    for    a 
uionth,"    "bumper    crop,"    and    all    the 
kindred  whistles    in  so   common  use    to 
keep    up    courage    are,  in    many,  if  not 
most  cases,  false.    "There  is  no  use  dis- 
guising the  truth  of  the  matter,"  said  to 
me  yesterday  the  manager  of  one  of  the 
largest  land  companies  in  North  Dakota, 
owning  or  controlling  land  in  Stutsman, 
Foster,  Eddy,  Griggs,  Steele  and  Grand 
b  orks  counties,  "we  have  not  had  mois- 
ture enough,  and  need    more   and  heavy 
rains  very  soon."  Since  he  said  this  there 
have  been,    however,  slight    rains  along 
and  north  of  the   Northern    Pacific  line, 
so  that  the  remark  loses  a    little  of    its 
force. 

An  examination  of  the  counties  of  the 
Jim  river  from  La  Moure  to  the    Devils 
Lake  region  and  conversation    with   ele- 
vator  managers,    railway    crop    agents, 
farmers  and  others,  brings  out  the  facts 
about  as  follows:  Until   two   weeks  ago 
there  had  been  no  rains,  then  the  snow 
and  rains  brought  up  the   plant,   and   it 
18  now  about  an  inch  or  more    in  height 
and  well  rooted.     The  ground   had  been 
so  dry  that  the  rains  have  in  great  meas- 
ure soaked  away  and  dried  out  by  wind, 
and  while  the  clay  subsoil  is  damp,  more' 
rain  is  demanded.    A  few  soaking  storms 
would  give  these  counties  such  a  crop  as 
they  have  not  seen  for  years.    The  rains 
today  will  be  enough  for    two    or    three 
weeks.    The  south  half  of  Foster  county 
and  a  belt  along  the  north  side  of  Devils 
lake,    as    well    as    a    good  share  of  La 
Moure    county,     have    had     plenty    of 
rain.      Stutsman    county     has    seeded 
about  6<),000  acres,  an  increase  of    prob- 
ably 5  per  cent  over  last  year.    But  little 
damage  was  done  here  or    in    the  entire 
Jim  valley  by   winds,  and    the    damage 
elsewhere,  it  may  be  stated,   is  exagger- 
ated somewhat.     La   Moure   people   be- 
lieve— with   a   favorable    season   during 
the    balance    of    the    year— they'll    get 
twenty  bushels  to    the  acre.     They  have 
put  in  considerable  more  fla^  than   ever 
before,  and  will  go  to  flax    rapidly   here- 
after.       Further      west,      in     Burleigh 
couuty,  conditions    are    a    little    better 
than  just  east  of  it.     The  crop  is    early, 
three  weeks    anyway,    though    I    see   a 
nuiuber  of  farmers  seeding    now,    some 
turning  over  new  land    to    do  it.     They 
claim  tiiey  can  seed  several  days  yet  and 
still  be  ahead  of  last  year's  latest. 

A  sumuimg  up  of  these  Jim  river  and 
neighborin;^:  counties  would  show  that 
the  acreage  is  increased,  that  the  plant 
IS  strong  and  vigorous,  that  the  present 
condition  of  the  growing  grain,  without 
reference  to  what  may  be  the  character 
of  the  soil  in  a  week  or  a  month,  is  bet- 
ter than  for  four  or  five  years,  that  rain 
is  needed  and  that  one  good  soaking 
storm  would  put  the  plant  out  of  dan- 
ger. Farmers  are  encouraged,  and  very 
hopeful  and  the  elevator  men  are 
generally  sanguine.  It  has  been 
threatening  rain  for  two  days  and  the 
weather  is  cool  and  rather  showery,  first- 
rate  for  the  wheat  plant.  The  Farmers 
Alliance  people  met  here  Saturday  night 
and  1  have  it  from  good  authority  that 
their  reports  were  generally  quite  favor- 
able. A  great  many  of  them,  led  by  the 
long  spring,  have  sown  double  the  acre 
age  they  expected,  though  often  with 
poor  seed.  It  is,  however,  coming  up 
fairly  well. 

But  these  counties  are  not  the  great 
1  hard  region,  and  ship  little  of  that 
class  of  grain,  compared  with  the  great 
producing  counties  along  the  Ked 
River.

The  Council  Turus  Out  its    Casual  Weekly 
Cirist  of  Business. 

The  aldermen  started  their  last  night's 
session  with  the  consideration  of  the 
buildmg  of  several  sidewalks,  one  of 
which  was  on  both  sides  of  Superior 
street,  between  Second  avenue  east  and 
Sixth  avenue  west.  The  Gas  and  Water 
company  was  ordered  to  discontinue  for 
city  use  seventy-one  street  lights.

July  17th  in  which  to  finish  his 
hose  house  contract.  The  Suj^erior 
council  and  Chamber  of  Commerce  in- 
vited the  Duluth  council  to  attend  a 
waterbury  convention,  which  takes  place 
August  G,  and  the  council  was  requested 
to  dispose  of  the  invitation  before  July 
1.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  tinauce.  The  Michigan  street 
sewer,  at  the  request  of  G.  B.  Fontanel, 
was  ordered  extended  from  Seventh  to 
Eighth  avenue  west.  Work  on  the 
Dwyer  &  Emery  contracts  was  approved. 
The  fire  commissioners  were  given  right 
to  use  their  own  discretion  in  the 
matter  of  stand  pipes  and  fixe 
escapes  for  buildings  over  two 
stories  in  height  and  a  hose  wagon  was 
ordered  purchased  from  E.  B.  Pressy  for 
$525.

PARKS  UNO  PARKWAYS, 


Duluth'sPark  Commission  De- 
cides to  Grade  the  Boule- 
vard at  Once. 


A  Very  Noted   Landscape  Engi- 
neer Talks  of  our  Park 
System. 


The  park  commission,  instituted  by 
the  last  Kvishiture,  has  held  its  tirst  st^s- 
8ioQ  and  has  organ  izetl.  There  were 
present  Messrs.  J.  H.  Uphara,  F.  W. 
Pauieaud  lion.  \V.  K.  Rogers.  The  latter 
W!i8  made  president  of  the  board;  Major 
I'pham  vice-president,  and  R  W.  Paine 
secretary.  The  president  was  instructed 
to  prepare  a  set  of  rules  for  theguidamse 
of  the  commission  and  to  apply  to  the 
pn.>per  authorities  for  an  office  in  the 
city  building.  Furniture  will  be  pur- 
chase*.! anil  suitable  urrangemeuts  made. 

Ou  motion  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted:  That  the  system  of  public 
parks  and  parkways  heretofore  reijorted. 
as  said  system  is  siiown  on  the  plat,  sub- 
ject to  such  changes  iis  nxay  l)e  made,  is 
hereby  adopted  and  established.  The 
pre*5ident  Wiis  authorized  to  apply  to  the 
council  for  control  of  all  present  parks 
anil  sijuares,  and  with  a  view  to  the  im- 
meduiie  prosecution  of  work  on  the  ter- 
race drive  connecting  the  several  parks 
of  the  system.  It  was  also  decided  to 
take  action  to  acquire  from  owners  the 
lots  and  unplatted  tracts  crossed  by  the 
terrace  the  right  of  way  for 
immediate  use.  It  was  concluded  to 
call  for  bids  at  once  for  the  immediate  im- 
provement of  the  terrace  drive,  said  im- 
provement to  consist  of  the  grading  of 
sjime,   ditching    for    drainage,    and 


th 


bridging  of  ravine,  the  work  to  be  such 
as  w  ill  place  the  drive  in  condition  for 
convenient  use.  This  work  to  be  done 
in  accordance  with  specitications  now  on 
die. 

ON    DULUTH'S  PARKS. 


A    DUtmgui»hed   Cliic-atco    Landscape  En- 
gineer    Visits    Duluth. 
Mr.  Olaf  Benson,   the    eminent    land- 
sea  ^h?  engineer  who  has  done  so    much 
for   the  Chicago  parks,  is  in  the  city  upon 
invitation  from  flon.  VV.  K.  Rogers,  the 
president  of  our  park   commission.     Mr. 
Benson  laid  out,  and  for  nearly   twenty 
years  superintended    the   improvements 
of  Lincoln  park    in   Chicago,  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  parks  in  the  world.  Orig- 
inally a  waste  of  sand  hills  on  the  shore 
of  Liake    Michigan,    it    grew    to  beauty 
under  his  hands  in  a    surprising     way. 
He     gave    it    contour     and      surface, 
clothed  it  with  trees  of  varied  foliage, 
and  made  lakes  rise  among  the  trees.  He 
comes  to  Duluth  from  hia  interest  in 
such  work    as    tHe    commission    has   in 
hand  and  to  advise  it  of  the  best  methods 
of  progress. 

In  c-onversation  with  a  Herald  reporter 
today  Mr.  Benson  expressed  in  warm 
terms  his  admiration  of  the  proposed 
system  and  the  natural  advantages  of  it. 
"It  is  the  most  wonderful  opportunity 
for  city  parking,"  he  said,  "which 
1  know  of  in  any  country.  The 
fact  that  there  exists  in  the  very  heart 
of  the  city  such  a  ground-work  for  a 
park  system  is  really  phenomenal.  Other 
cities  have  had  to  create  their  parks. 
Duluth  has  hers,  so  to  speak,  ready- 
made." 

Referring  to  the  upper  terrace,  on 
which  the  connecting  drive-way  is  laid, 
he  remarked  with  great  enthusiasm:  "J 
have  seen  nothing  approaching  it  in 
this  country  or  in  foreign  lands, 
in  all  my  experience,  for  the 
purpose  for  which  it  is  wanted 
—an  absolutely  perfect  road,  graded  and 
macadamized  by  nature  up  nearly  500 
feet  above  the  level  of  the  lake  overlook- 
ing the  city,  and  commanding  a  view  in 
every  direction  of  its  superb  surround- 
ings, that  Duluth  may  well  be  proud  of, 
and  should  not  fail  to  show  to  every 
visitor.  The  city,  I  think,  should  recog- 
nize that  it  holds  such  a  gift  of  nature 
in  trust  to  develop  it  in  every  appro- 
priate way." 

But  a  few  moments  conversation  with 
with  Mr.  Benson  is  requisite  to  show 
how  conversant  he  is  with  the  beautiful 
and  useful  art  to  which  he  has  devoted 
his  life.

THREE  TIMES  CAUGHT. 

A    .Small    Boy    Who     Olves      Detectives    a 
Three-Days'  Chase. 

"Charlie  Smith,"  said  he  th  is  morning 
as  he  gave  his  name  to  Detective  Ben- 
son, "and  I'm  li  years  old  and  I  live  in 
Minneapolis,  and  I  ain't  done  nothin'  to 
be  jugged  for."  But  Benson  had  been 
after  the  little  sharper  three  days  and 
he  found  the  stolen  $27  in  his  pocket,  so 
the  denial  didn't  work.

Saturday  morning  he  called  on  an  inno- 
cent and  confiding  dressmaker  and  on 
telling  her  that  hia  "mother  had  sent 
him  down  to  stay  until  she  brought  in  a 
dress  to  be  made,"  he  was  allowed  to 
stay.  He  took  dinner  with  the 
lady  of  bustles  and  legleta  and  when 
she  went  out  in  the  afternoon  to  do 
shopping,  taking  her  purse  with  her,  he 
still  stayed.  When  she  came  back  he 
was  there  and  saw  where  the  purse  was 
put.  He  then  succeeded  in  getting  the 
money  and  left. 

Detective  Benson  started  on  his  track 
and  caught  the  lad  at  the  Union  station. 
He  was  turned  over  to  a  conductor  for 
a  few  moments,  but  at  once  slid  out  of 
the  railroad  man's  grasp  and  was  gone. 
Benson  started  Sunday  morning  on 
another  hunt,  and  the  boy  was  arrested 
in  Superior  on  description  given  by 
Benson.  He  told  the  astute  Superior 
police  such  a  straight  story  that  they  let 
him  go  and  telephoneu  police  headquar- 
ters here  that  the  boy  had  gone  to  his 
home  at  Rices  Point.  Hut  he  was  not 
there,  and  Sunday  night  and  Monday 
Benson  again  tramjjed  over  the  country 
after  him.  Doyle,  a  West  Duluth  cop- 
per, was  given  a  description  and  caught 
the  boy  last  night.

London,  May  29.— [Special.]-- When 
Robert  T.  Lincoln  went  to  Windsor  cas- 
tle on  Saturday  to  be  presented  to  the 
Queen  as  the  new  American  minister  to 
the  court  of  St.  James,  there  went  with 
him,  as  the  representative  of  the  govern- 
ment, Viscount  Cross,  the  secretary  of 
state  for  India.  If  time  honored  custom 
had  ^^«"  observed,  however,   ^j^^  ^^  of 

the  martyred  president  would  have  been 
accompanied  not  by  a  subordinate  mem- 
l>er  of  the  cabinet,  but  by  the  premier 
himself.  It  was  probably  in  anticipa- 
tion of  the  comments  which  were  inevit- 
able that  The  Court  Journal  hastened  to 
explain  in  advance  that  Lord  Salisbury 
would  be  unable  to  do  the  honors  upon 
the  occiision  in  consequence  of  the  fact 
that  a  cabinet  meetmg  had  l>een  called 
for  the' same  day  and  hour. 

But  at  the  aristocratic  clubs,  where 
the  inner  doings  of  the  "divinity  that 
doth  hedge  about  a  king"  are  discussed 
with  a  good  deal  of  freedom,  another  ex- 
planation is  -given  of  nis  lordship's  ab- 
sence, and  it  is  supported  in  one  particu- 
lar of  circumstantial  evidence  in  the 
fact  that  the  call  for  the  cabinet  meeting 
was  not  issued  until  The  Court  Journal 
had  appeared  with  its  announcement, 
and  that  moreover  the  conference  itself 
was  of  such  little  importance  that  it 
lasted  barely  a  quarter  of  an  hour. 

The  story  as  it  is  told  is  that  there  is 
a  serious  breach  between  her  majesty 
and  Lord  Salisbury,  as  a  result  of  the 
latter 's  failure  to  vote  for  the  bill  legal- 
izing marriage  with  a  deceased  wife's 
sister,  and  which  was  defeated  in  the 
house  of  Lords  a  couple  of  weeks  ago. 
It  18  pretty  generally  known  that  the 
Queen  was  particularly  desirous  that  the 
measure  should  become  law,  and  that, 
although  she  never  interferes  directly 
with  legislative  matters,  she  had  caused 
a  hint  of  her  desires  in  this  connection 
to  be  conveyed  to  the  premier.  But  the 
latter,  tory  to  the  blood  though  he  is, 
refused  to  humor  his  august  sovereign. 
When  the  news  that  the  bill  had  been 
defeated  by  a  majority  of  twenty-tive 
reached  Windsor  the  Queen,  it  is  said, 
waxed  exceeding  wroth,  and  expressed 
herself  very  forcibly  regarding  Lord 
Salisbury's  lack  of  personal  allegiance. 
Others  upon  whom  her  displeasure  has 
fallen  are  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury, 
the  Bishop  of  London  and  the  Earls  of 
Derby  and  Sel  borne,  all  of  whom  are 
likely  to  get  a  cool  reception  if  they  pre- 
sent themselves  at  the  next  drawing- 
room.  It  is  said  that  the  relations  of 
Earl  Salisbury  with  her  majesty  are 
even  more  strained  than  were  those  of 
Mr.  Gladstone  a  few  years  ago. 

WHO  WILL  MARRY  WHO? 

Crowned   Heads  Are    Troubled    Over  the 
Question. 

London,  May  29.— There  is  an  end  of 
the  projected  marriage  of  the  Czarewitch 
to  the  Princess  Alix  of  Hesse.  The  Em- 
peror never  regarded  the  match  with 
much  favor,  well  knowing  that  no  Ger- 
man alliance  would  be  popular  among 
and  class  in  Russia,  and  being  desirous 
himself  that  his  eldest  son 
should  marry  a  member  of 
the  orthodox  church.  The  Em- 
press would  have  liked  the  czarewitch 
to  marry  one  of  the  daughters  of  the 
Prince  of  Wales,  but  this  is  impossible, 
as  the  laws  of  the  Greek  church  abso- 
lutely forbid  the  marriage  of  first  cous- 
ins. The  result  is  that  the  czarewitch 
will  shortly  be  bethrothed  to  the  Prin- 
cess Helene,  of  Montenegro,  the  fourth 
daughter  of  Prince  Nicholas,  who  was 
born  in  January  1873,  and  is  strikingly 
handsome,  very  clever  and  highly  accom- 
plished. It  is  now  in  contemplation  to 
arrange  a  marriage  between  the  Princess 
Alix  of  Hesse  and  Prince  Ferdinand  of 
HohenzoUern— Sigmaringen,nephew  and 
heir  to  King  Charles  of  Roumania.  The 
queen  would  be  glad  to  see  the  Princess 
Alix  married  to  Prince  Albert  Victor, 
but  there  does  not  seem  to  be  any  pros- 
pect of  this  match  ever  coming  off. 

Healy  and  Blgrger  Testify. 

London,  May  29.— Maurice  Healey, 
member  of  parliament  for  Cork  was  a 
witness  before  the  Parnell  commission 
today.  He  admitted  that  the  Cork 
branch  of  the  league  had  received  appli- 
cation from  other  branches  for  list  of 
merchants  who  were  members  of  the 
league,  in  order  that  other  merchants 
might  be  boycotted.  Mr.  Healey  held 
that  it  was  legitimate  to  place  such  a 
pressure  upon  shop  keepers. 

Mr.  Joseph  Bigger,  member  of  parlia- 
ment for  West  Cavan,  testified  that  he 
had  been  a  member  of  the  supreme 
council  of  the  Fenian  brotherhood,  but 
had  teen  expelled  in  1875  for  advocating 
constitutional  action.  He  joined  the 
liand  league  in  1879.  He  declared  that 
the  meaning  of  the  speech  he  made  at 
Cork  in  the  spring  of  1880  in  which 
he  referred  to  the  anarchist,  Hartman  as 
having  imitators  in  Ireland,  had  been 
misunderstood.  As  a  fact  he  had  only 
warned  the  supporters  of  whiggish  can- 
didates that  the  disgust  of  the  people 
was  likely  to  result  in  the  use  of  dyna- 
mite. In  a  subsequent  speech  at  Castle- 
town he  had  advised  the  people  to  take 
care  that  the  land  they  occupied  should 
be  of  no  value  to  land  grabbers.  He 
had  further  said  that  it  was  no  part  of  the 
lejigue's  duty  to  recommend  the  shoot- 
ing of  landlords,  but  that  it  was 
its  duty  to  defend  anybody  charged  with 
shooting  landlords  or  their  agents.  He 
had  said  this  because  no  confidence  was 
placed  in  the  administration  of  the  law, 
and  he  had  held  that  the  league  ought 
to  defend  prisoners  whose  crimes  were 
the  outcome  of  bad  laws.

Before  he  had  time  to  knock  at  the  door 
it  was  opeued,  it  appearing  to  me  that 
someone  was  waiting  inside  the 
haUway.  At  the  instant  the  man 
stepped  inside  the  door  the  man  iu  the 
buggy  whipped  up  and  drove  rapidly 
north  to  the  first  street,  when  he  turned 
west  and  was  lost  to  sight.  I  had  been 
driving  past  the  cottage  when  1  saw  the 
man  in  tne  buggy  get  out  and  run  up 
the  sLeps  and  the  buggy  drive  away. 
After  attending  to  my  business  at  the 
grocery  near  l>y,  I  returned  over  the 
same  route  past  the  cottage  on  my  way 
home.  This  was  perhaps  thirty-five 
minutes  later,  i  saw  a  lignt  in  the  cot- 
tage and  heard  a  hammering  or  smash- 
ing sound." 

it  was  plainly  evident  from  the  above 
testimony  that  the  man  who  so  rapidly 
ran  up  the  stairway  was  Dr.  Cronin,  in- 
tent only  ou  rendering  succor  to  some 
dying  man.  The  next  witness  was  the 
owner  of  the  cottage. 

"When  the  man  who  called  himself 
Prank  VViUiams  rented  my  cottage 
March  2U,  1  noticed  that  he  went  over 
and  talked  to  Sullivan,  the  ice 
man.  He  apparently  talked  familiarly 
with  him.  As  the  mouth  of  April  ap- 
proached the  2Uth  and  the  rent  day  was 
coming  near,  1  began  to  think  it  strange 
that  my  tenant  did  not  occupy  the  prem- 
ises. 1  wanted  a  reliable  tenant.  See- 
ing the  man  had  talked  with  Sullivan  J. 
stepped  over  and  spoke  of  the  queer  con- 
duct in  not  living  in  the  house  he  had 
rented,  and  added  that  I  felt  somewhat 
anxious  about  my  rent  aud  the  perma- 
nency of  the  tenant." 

"'He  is  all  right' said  Mr.  SuUivan  to 
me.  'He  will  pay  you  all  right  enough 
vyhen  the  month  is  up.'  Mr.  Sullivan  at 
first  denied  that  he  ever  saw  the  man." 
Connection  of  Iceman  Sullivan  with 
the  Cronm  mystery  and  the  cause  of  his 
arrest  and  detection  are  here  made 
plainly  apparent.  Young  Carlson  was 
the  next  witness  for  the  state. 

"I  was  present  when  the  furniture  was 
brought  into  the  cottage,  two  days  after 
the  rental,  March  22.  Two  men  calling 
themselves  Williams  unloaded  the 
trunk.  The  driver  remamed  seated. 
He  did  not  handle  the  goods.  I  casually 
stepped  up  to  the  driver  and  discovered 
that  he  was  a  Swede.  I  spoke  to  him  in 
that  language,  and  he  told  me  that  he 
had  brought  the  furniture  from  117 
Clark  street. 

The  next  witness  was  one  of  import- 
ance.   She  was  young  Mrs.  Carlson. 

"I  visited  my  mother-in-law  March  "20. 
While  at  this  house  (a  cottage  which 
sits  in  the  rear  of  the  fatal  cottage)  a 
man  knocked  at  the  door  and  entered. 
He  came  from  the  back  part  of  the 
in  the  vicinitj  of  Sullivan's 
house.  He  said  he  de- 
see  the  cottage  which 
rent.  Old  Mrs.  Carlson  took 
and  showed  him  about  the 
place.  They  returned,  and  the  man  said 
he  would  take  the  cottage,  at  the  same 
time  producmg  1^12,  the  amount  of  the 
first  month's  rent.  He  gave  his  name  as 
Frank  Williams.  While  the  receipt  for 
the  money  was  being  made  out,  young 
Mrs.  Carlson  asked  Mr.  W^illiams  what 
his  business,  calling  or  profession 
was?  This  did  not  suit  Wii- 
hams,  for  he  looked  sullenly  at 
his  questioner,  and  at  all  of 
us,  and  then  lowering  his  eyes  said,  'I 
am  employed  down  town.'  I  remarked 
shortly  after  he  left  that  he  seemed  mad 
at  the  question.  When  he  departed  he 
did  not  go  to  the  front  toward  Ashland 
avenue  but  started  over  toward  Sulli- 
van's. He  seemed  anxious  to  get  out  of 
the  house." 

His  description  tallies  very  closely 
with  that  given  by  Woodruff  of  the  man 
he  called  King,  and  who  he  said  gave 
him  the  trunk  handling  job. 

Another  Suspevt  Arrested. 

Chicago,  May  29.— A  special  from 
South  Bend,  Ind.,  says:  Milliard  Will- 
iams, of  this  city,  was  arrested  Monday 
night  near  Chain  Lakes.  He  is  suspected 
of  being  the  person  who  drove  the  rig 
containing  the  remains  of  the  murdered 
Doctor  Cronin.  Williams  is  a  native  of 
this  city,  but  for  several  months  past, 
until  the  day  following  the  disappear- 
ance of  Doctor  Cronin,  he  has  been  living 
in  Chicago.  On  the  day  of  Doctor 
Croniu's  disappearance  he  returned,  and 
it  is  said  that  he" departed  from  Chicago 
so  suddenly  that  all  his  effects  were'  left 
behind.  He  denies  all  knowledge  of  the 
crime. 

Who  Furnished  the  Toronto  Story  ? 

Chicago,  May  '29.  -A  morning  paper 
publishes  a  long  story  of  the  investiga- 
tions of  one  of  its  reporters  in  Toronto. 
The  point  sought  to  be  established  is  a 
connection  between  Charles  Long,  the 
reix)rter  who  sent  out  dispatches  alleg- 
ing that  he  had  seen  and  talked  with  Dr. 
Cronin  in  Toronto,  and  W.  J.  Starkey, 
the  Chicago  lawyer,  who  has  been  in 
Toronto  a  year  or  more,  a  fugitive  from 
justice  charged  with  jury-bribing.

PRESSING  PUBLIC  WORKS. 
There  are  several  public  works  now 
deiuandiog  attention  whose  execution 
should  be  pressed  without  a  day's  need- 
less delay.  The  ruined  wooden  culvert 
at  Eiifhth  avenue  should  be  at  once  re- 
placed by  a  substantial  stone  arch.  The 
tottering  brid^re  over  Chester  brook,  now 
closed  to  travel,  should  be  torn  down 
and  rebuilt  from  the  ground  up.  Im- 
proveiuents  such  as  these  are  so  urgently 
called  for  that  there  can  be  no  reason- 
able pretext  for  postponement.  The 
present  condition  of  both  bridge  and 
culvert  is  a  disgrace  and  menace  to  the 
city  and  the  city  should  wake  up  to  this 
and  demand  prompt  action  by  its  repre- 
sentatives to  wipe  both  away. 

Other  matt^srs  there  are,  too,  of 
scarcely  lees  importance,  which  should 
not  be  exposed  to  waddling,  deferring 
and  vacillating  action.  The  widening  of 
Eiist  Superior  street  is  one  where  the 
improvement  ia  obviously  to  the  ad- 
vantage of  every  one  in  the  city  and  can 
be  executeil  without  any  cost  to  speak 
of  to  the  city.  For  the  extension  of  ten 
feet  on  each  side  is  donated  by  property 
owners  along  the  line,  and  the  sanie 
owners  will  also  pay  for  the  grading. 
The  opening  of  Ohio  and  Indiana  ave- 
nues through  the  heart  of  Endion  divi- 
sion is  another  pending  work  now  hang- 
ing upon  the  whim  of  the  council,  which 
which  cannot  be  relied  upon  to  know  its 
own  mind  from  one  week's  end  to  an- 
other. 

For  upon  petition  of  the  Endion  prop- 
erty owners  this  open  ing  was  ordered 
by  the  council,  and  the  board  of  public 
works  instructed  to  advertise  for  bids 
from  contractors.  Now  that  bids  are  in 
seven  per  cent  less  than  the  estimate  of 
the  city  engineer,  and  the  contractors 
are  ready  to  begin  work  as  soon  as  au- 
thorized, the  council  is  hemming  and 
hawing  about  carrying  out  its  own  order. 
Ever>'  dollar  of  the  cost  of  this  improve- 
ment comes  back  to  the  city  by  assess- 
ment of  the  Endion  owner8,yet  there  is  a 
petty  balking  at  the  need  of  using  per- 
manent imx)rovement  bonds  to  defray 
the  expense  until  the  assessment  is  col- 
lected and  applied  to  cover  it. 

We  regret  to  note,  from  expressions  of 
members  of    the    council,  publicly   and 
privately,  that  a  stupid  jealousy  of   the 
East  End  seems    to  lie  at  the  root  of  the 
vacillation  and  opposition.    The  city  as 
a  whole  wants  to  see  no  more  silly  setting 
up  of   one   end    against    another.    The 
spirit  which  actuates  it  is  destructive  to 
the  unity  and    welfare  of    the    city.    It 
will  cripple  every  civic  undertaking,  and 
hang  like  a  mill-stone  around  the  neck 
of  aspiring  Duluth.     The   small  minded 
men  who  cannot    see  beyond  their   own 
noses,  and  judge  nothing  from  the  stand- 
point of  public  concern,  should  be  dropped 
among    the    thorns    by    the    way    side, 
and    the    way    cleared    for    the  march 
of  the  city  to  the  goal  now  full  in  sight. 
We  want  no  West  Enders  or  East  Enders 
in  this  city,  but  all-round  men  who  have 
brains  and  hearts  big  enough  to  view 
and  love  the  city  as  a  whole  and  to  work 
for  it  as  a  whole.      It  will  be  a  dark  day 
for  Duluth  if  the  direction  of  its  future 
shall  fall  into  the  hands  of  men  who  put 
their  own  mean  ends  above  the  ends  of 
the  city.      But  we  have  faith  to  believe 
that  the    growing    city    will    not    long 
carry  dead-weights  on  its  head. 


themselves  if  it  had  not  been  pronounced 
unconstitutional  by  the  supreme  court. 
This  matches  the  Soheffer  dressed  moat 
law  which  should  be  put  on  the  same 
shelf.  We  are  pleased  to  note  that  oth  er 
state  legislatures  baaides  our  own  pass 
tomfool  laws  oooaaionally. 

There  may  be  no  feasible  and  legal 
way  of  shunning  the  contest  cases  for 
homesteads,  townsitea  and  the  like 
which  spring  up  like  dragon  teeth  when- 
ever a  reservation  is  thrown  open  to  set- 
tlera  But  the  present  condition  of 
things  is  a  glaring  nuisance.  Not  only 
are  there  wrangles  unnumbered  over  the 
disputed  land,  but  the  normal 
business  of  the  general  land- 
offioQ  is  thrown  completely  out 
of  gear  by  the  irruption  of  contesta. 
"We  are  8wamp€<d  now  with  Oklahoma," 
said  a  land  office  clerk  the  other  day, 
"but  we  will  be  paralyzed  with  the  Sioux 
reservation.  The  contest  cases  for  home- 
steads and  towuBites  and  portions  of 
townsit«8  will  keep  this  office  busy  on 
Oklahoma  matters  for  a  year  or  more, 
and  then  not  more  than  half  of  them 
will  be  settled.  It  is  beyond  all  exper- 
ience, exceeds  the  computations  of  the 
most  capable  employes,  and  fairly  makes 
UB  dizzy  when  we  look  at  the  cases  be- 
fore us."  And  when  on  top  of  Oklahoma 
is  piled  the  mass  of  the  Sioux  reserva- 
tion how  deep  will  the  land  office  be 
buried?  Nobody  can  state  exactly,  but 
the  current  opinion  is  that  "contest 
cases  in  South  Dakota  will  do  well  if 
they  are  considered  by  the  last  part 
of  93.

A  change  has  lately  been  nuide  in  the 
business  of  the  Duluth  Browustone  com- 
pany, W.  W.  Davis  buying  an  interest 
m  the  stock  and  becoming  secretary  and 
treasurer  of  the  company.

best  will  be  spotted,  though  a  good  qual- 
ity of  berry  is  expected,  as    usual.    The 
wheat    pliint    looks    finely  all    through 
Kichland,  Cass,  part  of  Traill  and  Walsh 
and    all    of    Pembina    counties,  is  well 
rojted  and  vigorous.     A   drive  of  thirty 
milos  through  northern  Cass  county  yes- 
terday shows  considerable  land,  however, 
that  Will  not  yield  above  50  per  cent  of  a 
crop,  more    that    will    yield  75  per  cent, 
and  a  good  deal  from  which  a  full  aver- 
age crop,  or  even  a  yield  of  25  or  possibly 
30  bushels  may  be   looked  for.     All  this 
is  busetl  on  present  conditions.    Changes 
may  affect    it    either    way,  but  are    not 
Hable,  one  is  forced  to  confess,  to  better 
It  much.     L.ast  year  the    farmers  in  this 
belt  would  not   have    given    50  cents  an 
acre    for    an    insurance    of    20  bushels 
three  weeks    before    the  crop    was  har- 
vested, but  when  that  time  came  a  great 
many  fields  did  not  pav  for  cutting  and 
gettmg  to  market.   There  mav  be,  there- 
fore, great  changes    before  two  months 
have  passed. 

The  thr^  counties  directly  south  of 
Cass,  Richland  and  Sargent  and  Ram- 
som,  are  in  remarkably  fine  condition 
and  in  them  a  full  average  crop  is  looked 
for.  The  young  wheat  is  in  most  excel- 
lent shape,  and  there  has  been  rain 
enough  for  a  month  or  six  weeks.  They 
are  probably  for  this  year  the  banner 
counties  of  North  Dakota,  with  La 
Moure  and  Pembina  following  closely. 

Up  through  the  central  part    of    Cass 
county,  where  the  winds   did    so    much 
damage,  a  great  deal  of  land  has  been  re- 
seeded.    The  Dalrymples  tell  me  they 
have  turned  in  8000  or  9000  acres   on  all 
their    farms,    the  Grandin   having  re- 
seeded  55011  out  of  12,000  acres  and   it  is 
a  conservative  estimate  to  say    that  18,- 
000  acres    in  the    county    was    resown. 
V\  here  this  resowmg  was    done   without 
plowing,  as  in  most  casee,   there  is  liable 
to  be  trouble  before  harvest.    The  effect 
of  the  wind  was  three-fold,  first,  to  blow 
away  the  soil  at  the  roots  of  the  wheat, 
second,    to    cover    up  and  smother  the 
young    plant    with    an    ashy    dust  and 
third,  to  leave  on  the  surface  the   sharp 
gritty  portion  of  the  soil  which  was  sub- 
sequently blown  short  distances  and  cut 
out  the  leaves  of  the  wheat.     Either  one 
of  these  actions  had    the    same  effect  in 
discNouniging  further    growth.    The  re- 
seeded  wheat  has  all  come   up  since  the 
late  rains  and  looks  well.     In  fact  all  the 
growmg  grain       is       in       a     very 

thrifty  condition    in    all   the  Red  River 
counties  of  North  Dakota.

of  Traill,  Steel  and  Griggs  counties  they 
have  rain  enough  for  a  month,  especiallv 
If    they  have  cool    weather.     In  Barnes 
county  the  winds  did  not  do  much  dam- 
age and   the  crop  is    coming    up    nicely 
after  the  rains.    North  of  aline  begin- 
ning about  five   miles  north  of    Carring- 
ton  and  running  slightly  south  of  east 
past  Cooperstown  to  Hillsboro,  there  has 
not     been     anywhere     near      moisture 
enough.    This  takes  in  Grand  Forks  and 
Nelson  counties,  two  of  the  great  1  hard 
deliverers,  and    parts  of    others.     Here 
the   wheat    is    not    in    good    condition. 
Northward    again,  Walsh    county  is    in 
fair      shape,      though       the       farmers 
are       complaining       somewhat,       ahd 
Pembina,    the    most    northerly    of    all 
18  doing  very  well    indeed.     I    had  the 
pleasure  of  seeing  yesterday  the   reports 
of  the  b  armers  Alliance  in  Pembina  and 
Walsh  counties,  made  to  the  executive 
oHicers.     They  are  good,  except  that  in 
Walsh    there  are    dry  sections.    There 
was  a  frost  in  this^ection  last  night  and 
It  18  cool  regularly,  possibly  a  little  too 
much  so,  though  a  fair  amount  of  cool 
weather  is  just  what  is  needed.     As  yet 
however,  there  is  no  particular  cause  for 
complaint  of  cold  for  if  it  is  needed   for 
nothing  else  it  does  not  allow  the  rapid 
evaporation  of  moisture   that    would  be 
consequent  on  a  hot  sun. 

It  is  not  probable  that  there  will  be 
anything  like  the  trouble  from  weeds 
and  dirty  wheat  this  fall  that  was  ex- 
perienced last  year,  though  wild  buck- 
lH%^^  is  plainly  to  be  seen  in  many 
helds  The  weeds  have  had  little  chance 
to  get  up  ahead  of  the  wheat  in  most 
localities.  It  is  generally  conceded  that 
the  acreage  in  the  Red  River  valley  is 
increased  10  per  cent— some  say  15  for 
the  entire  wheat  region  of  North  Dakota 
but  they  are  too  high— but  a  good  share 
of  this  increase  is  on  the  Minnesota  side. 
Notwithstanding  this  increase  and  the 
present  cx>nditions  of  the  wheat  plant  it 
IS  plain  that  the  outlook,  to  this  date  at 
least,  is  for  not  quite  an  average  crop. 
Conditions,  owing  to  drouth  and  winds, 
pcxjr  seed  in  certain  sections  and  other 
minor  causes,  are  not  within  25  or  .30  per 
cent  of  what  they  should  be  at  this 
stage  of  growth  to  insure  a  full  crop.  It 
may  be  set  down  then  as  fact  that  the 
pro8r>ect  IS  about  20  per  cent  Iwlow  a 
good  average.  A.  R  Dalrymple,  who  is 
m  t  argo,  and  is  manager  of  the  Grandin 
farms,  believes  this  to  be  slightly  a  bet- 
ter statement  than  a  true  one,  on  his 
great  farm,  at  least. 

Another  farmer  who  has  4500  acres  in 
crop  scattered  all  over  these  three  or 
four  counties,  tells  me  he  will  be  satis- 
tied  If  he  can  get  3000  acres  of  it  average. 
He  will  be  willing  then  to  let  the  rest 
go.  Generally  speaking,  farmers  over- 
estimate their  prospects,  some  of  'era 
have  to  to  get  the  money  they  need 
Others  have  been  so  often  cast  down  in 
the  past  four  years  that  they  catch  at 
any  favoring  condition  as  a  drowning 
man  catches  a  straw.  Those  of  them 
who  have  gone  into  diversified  farming 
can  stand  small  wheat  crops,  but  the 
poor  fellows  whose  all  is  in  wheat  -God 
only  knows  what  will  become  of  them 
If  by  chance  there  should  be  another 
slim  vield.

TAXES. 

Money  Pouring  in  to  the  Treasurer 
Tremendous  Rate. 

County  Treasurer  Johnson  and  his 
force  of  assistants  are  busy.  They 
haven't  time  to  eat  and  but  little  more 
than  enough  to  breathe.  There  is  §878,- 
000  that  is  to  be  received  by  them  before 
June  1,  and  fully  half  that  total  will  be 
the  receipts  of  today  and  Friday.  When 
one  considers  the  questions  to  be  an- 
swered, the  points  to  be  looked  up,  the 
receipts  and  duplicates  to  be  written 
out  and  signed  and  the  cash  account  to 
be  kept,  he  can  realize  how  hvely  it  is  at 
the  office  of  the  treasurer.  The  total 
county  valuation  is  $31,270,857,  the  total 
county  tax  ia  §602,822,  while  held  over 
assessments  at  Duluth  of  $275,005,  and 
at  Ely  of  $591,  complete  the  list. 

If  taxes  are  not  paid  by  the  closing  of 
the  ofhce  Friday  night  a  10  per  cent 
penalty  attaches  and  they  become  de 
hnquent.  If  not  paid  by  January  next 
the  auditor  turns  the  property  over  to 
the  printer  as  delinquent  and  it  ia  ad- 
vertised for  sale,  with  a  further  penalty 
attached.  People  will  do  well  therefore 
to  look  carefully  after  their  tax  pay- 
ments if  they  have  not  already  done  so. 

The  Bnrk  Case. 

The  state  supreme  court  has  handed 
down  a  decision  in  the  case  of  the  heirs 
of  Henry  S.  Burk  vs.  the  Western  Land 
association,  of  Duluth.  The  case  has 
been  fully  exploited  in  The  Herald,  and 
the  decision,  as  was  always  expected,  is 
in  favor  of  the  Western  Land  associa- 
tion, thus  affirming  the  ruling  of  the 
lower  court.  Nobotly  ever  expects  to 
hear  anything  more  of  this  trumped  up 
blackmail  suit.

Memorial  day,  with  its  tender  recollec- 
tions of  those  who  died  in  defence  of 
their  country  and  flag  (and  by  their 
deaths  saved  it  from  dissolution),  was 
fittingly  observed  in  Duluth  today. 
F'rom  the  voiceless  lips  of  the  unreplying 
dead  no  sound  of  commendation  issued, 
yet  from  thousands  of  homes  all  over 
the  land  a  thankful  psean  has  arisen 
grounded  in  the  unmistakable  evidence 
that  the  human  sacrifices  of  a  quarter  of 
a  century  ago  are  not  forgotten,  and 
that  the  memory  of  those  who  are 
at  rest  "under  the  sod  and  the  dew,"  is 
cherished  by  the  nation.  Duluth  is  no 
exception  to  the  general  rule,  and  the 
almost  total  cessation  of  business,  and 
the  quiet  and  orderly  demeanor  of  the 
people  has  served  to  enhance  the  hallow- 
ing of  a  day  pregnant  with  bitter-sweet 
recollections. 

For  some  weeks  the  members  of  the 
local  post  of  that  all  too  fast  diminish- 
ing Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  have 
been  busy  with  the  preparation  for  to- 
day's services,  and  they  found  readv  co- 
adjutors in  the  Womans  Relief  corps, 
the  Sons  of  Veterans,  and  almost  every 
society  organization  in  Duluth.  A  large 
number  of  visitors  were  present  and  the 
observance  of  the  day  was  the  most  per- 
fect in  the  history  of  Duluth. 

At  a  little  before  2  o'clock  the  several 
divisions  of  the  parade,  which  was  un- 
usually long  and  imposing,  formed  as 
follows:

But  it  Is  not  of  the  battles  ot  the  rel)elliou 
tliat  we  propose  to  speak,  nor  of  tlie  causes 
that  led  to  that  great  struggle.  True  history 
teaches  the  never  ending  relation  of  cause  and 
effect;  but  wliatever  the  tuture  has  in  store 
torus,  the  causes  that  led  to  the  rebellion 
havef.iiever  passed  away.  But  tlie  lessons 
which  that  struggle  taught  remain  and  are  of 
more  importance  to  us  than  idle  speculation 
upf»n  the  cause. 

One  of  the  most  important  lessons  wliich  the 
rebellion  teaches  Is  the  triumph  of  the  practi- 
cal. Scarce  a  dozen  years  had  passed  since 
•  haries  Sumner  for  the  first  time  enU^nMl  the 
I  nit<Hl  States  senate.  He  was  met  by  the 
veteran  Benton  with  the  patronizing  remark 

Young  man,  you  have  come  too  late;  the 
great  crisis  has  passed;  the  great  men  are 
passing  away."  To  one  wlio  had  been  a  cen- 
tral llgure  in  the  long  and  bitter  struggle  of 
ihe. preceding  years,  it  did  Indeed  seem  that 
the  great  issues  were  settled,  and  the  great 
minds  born  of  that  struggle  were  pas.sinir 
away.  But  it  was  the  lull  that  precedes  the 
storm.  For  a((uarter  of  a  century  the  Ameri- 
can WMiate  had  bei'n  the  theater  of  the  most 
wonderful  intellectual  struggle  known  to  his- 
tory. In  tliat  struggle  tlie  fortunes  or  men 
rose  and  fell . 

Every  solution  of  the  vexed  question  of 
slavery  was  rtisolved  with  reference  to  tlie 
strict  limitations  of  a  written  constitution. 
ine  doctrine  ot  suite  sovereignity  was  tlior- 
oughly  instille«l  into  the  public  mind.  The 
memorable  utterance  of  Jefferson  that  "while

of  Memorial   day   it  seems   litting  that 

the  grand  words  of    "Our    Own  LDvetl 

Logan,  the   founder    of    Memorial  day, 

should  be  called  to  the  attention   of  all 

comrades.      In     his    order    designating 

May  30,  1868,  as  the  first    Memorial  day, 

General  Logan  said: 

"We  are  orgjinized,  comrades,  as  our 
regulations  tell  us,  for  the  pur))ose, 
among  other  things,  'of  preserving  and 
strengthening  those  kind  and  fraternal 
feelings  which  have  bound  together  the 
soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  who  ucited 
to  suppress  the  late  rebellion.'  v/hat 
can  aid  more  to  assure  this  re- 
sult than  cherishing  tenderly  the 
memory  of  our  heroic  dead,  who 
made  their  breasts  a  barricade  betv/een 
our  country  and  its  foes':"  Their  soidier 
lives  were  the  reveille  of  freedom  to  a 
race  in  chains,  and  their  death  the  tat- 
too of  rebellious  tyranny  in  arms.  We 
should  guard  their  graves  with  sajred 
vigilance.  All  that  the  consecrited 
wealth  and  taste  of  a  nation  can  add  to 
their  adornment  and  security  is  but  a 
fitting  tribute  to  the  memory  of  her 
slam  defenders.  Let  no  waijiton  foot 
tread  rudely  on  such  hallowed  grounds. 
Let  pleasant  paths  invite  the  coming 
and  going  of  reverent  visitors  and  Ibnd 
mourners.  Let  no  vandalism  of  avsxice 
or  neglect,  no  ravages  of  time  testify  to 
the  present  ear  or  to  the  coming  genera- 
tions that  we  have  forgotten  as  a  peDple 
the  cost  of  a  free  and  undivided  repub- 
lic. If  other  eyes  grow  dull  and  ojher 
hands  slack,  and  other  hearts  cold  in 
the  solemn  trust,  ours  shall  keep  it  veell 
as  long  as  the  light  and  warmth  of  life 
remain  to  us." 

2.  These  words  of  the  typical  volunteer 
soldier  of  our  time  should  never  be  for- 
gotten by  the  comrades  to  whom  they 
were  addressed,  and  while  we  strew 
flowers  over  the  graves  he  called  upon 
us  to  keep  green,  is  a  titting  time  to  'jon- 
tribute  of  our  means  toward  a  proper 
monument  to  mark  his  last  resting-place, 
and  the  department  ootnmander  suggests 
that  on  that  day  or  evening,  at  the  public 
meeting,  when  practicable,  a  contribu- 
tion be  taken  up  and  forwarded  to  these 
headquarters  to  be  sent  as  Minnescta's 
unite  toward  the  erecti  )n  of  the  mcaiu- 
ment  to  the  man  who  inaugurated  Me 
luorial  day,  who  was  always  at  the  fiiont 
in  the  fight,  and  who  loved  his  brother 
soldiers  without  regard  to  rank— Joha  A. 
Logan. 

3.  Let  us  unite  in  making  Memorial 
day  of  1889  an  event  that  will  be  over 
memorable;  call  on  every  citizen  of  the 
Republic  to  aid  us  in  honoring  the  raen 
who  died  for  the  perpetuity  of  our 
national  honor  and  integrity;  and  aban- 
doning all  business  for  the  day,  assemble 
at  their  graves  and  deck  them,  then  re- 
pair to  appropriate  places  and  testify  to 
the  courage  and  patriotism  of  those  \Vho 
fought  and  fell. 

i.  Let  the  services  in  ihe  churchef.  on 
the  Sunday  preceding  Memorial  daj'  be 
not  forgotten.  Attend  them  in  a  bctdy, 
comrades,  and  show  your  reverence  for 
the  memory  of  those  who  touched  elbjws 
with  you  in  those  terrible  days  that  are 
gone,  we  hope,  forever. 

5.  That  faithful  and  beloved  auxU- 
iary,  the  Womans  Relief  Corps,  should 
be  assigned  the  position  of  honor  it 
deserves  in  every  observance  of  the  clay, 
and  second  to  them  only  should  ccone 
the  hope  of  our  declining  years,  the 
Sons  of  Veterans.  Every  military  or- 
ganization, every  civic  society,  every 
school  and  every  church  should  join  in 
the  observance  of  the  day  and  testify 
that  these  heroes  whose  graves  we 
decorate  did  not  die  in  vain.

The  decoration  of  the  monument  took 
place  immediately  after  the  decoration 
of  the  graves.  This  duty  devolved  U])on 
Col.  Holden,  as  officer  of  the  day.  In 
placing  the  flowers  in  position,  he  spoke 
as  follows: 

We  place  upon  this  monument  tokens  ol  re- 
membrance of  others  of  our  dead,  wlio  rest  not 
here— whether  lieside  the  ashes  of  their  kin- 
dred, or  under  the  deep  sea  waves;  or  in  nBine- 
less  graves,  where  only  angels  stand  sentnel, 
until  the  reveille  of  the  resurrection.  WheSer 
their  lives  went  out  amid  tlie  fire  and  stroke 
of  battle,  or  wasted  away  In  hospital  or  prlwm 
ven,  or  faded  but  at  home  among  their 
loved  ones,  we  tlius  testify  our  love  for  our 
comrades  of  the  war.  and  our  devotion  to  the 
(lag  and  cause,  for  which  they  gave  their  lires, 
and  rededicate  ourselves  to  "  the  perservation 
of  free  institutions,  and  a  government  ol  the 
pe<iple  by  the  i)eot)le  an<l  for  the  people.

Attorney -general  Clapp  delivered  the 
oration,  which  was  listened  to  with  at- 
tention.

iinnn  it  hv  tho  riilaa  on/l  ro«i,lof;/,r,=  «f  ha<l  learned  to  love  the  same  flag,  who  had 
upon  11  D>  tlie  rules    and    regulations  of    ),o,.n    reared    under    the    same    institut  ons 

whose  atutestors  had  woven  for  themselve^  im- 
mortal garlands  of  glory  in  a  common  csiuso, 
arrayed  in  deadly  combat.  Across  the  conti- 
nent strctclied  the  conU'nding  hosts— on  the 
one  hand  composed  of  a  brave  and  chivalrous 
people  under  blind  leailership  of  amViitlous 
men  bent  upon  destroying  the  noblest  projuct

The  sacred  duty  of  honoring  the 
memory  of  those  who  fell  in  battle  or 
died  on  account  of  the  hardships  and  ex- 
posures suffered  in  defense  of  our  coun- 
try, is  again  upon  us.  Let  it  not  be 
said  that  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re- 
public is  oblivious  to  the  trust   imposed 


our  order,  which  declares  one  of  its  ob 
jects  to  be  "to  perpetuate  the  memory 
and  history  of  the  dead."  It  is  the 
sacred  duty  of  the  surviving  comrades 
of  that  grand  body  of  American  citizens 
,  which  sprang  up  as  if  by    magic    in  de- 


obedlenoe  to  the  writteulaw  is  one  of  the  high 
est  duties  of  man,  yet  it  Is  not  the  highest 
that  self-preservation,  the  salvation  of  one  ■; 
country  constitute  a  higlier  consideration  ' 
seemed  t«  have  been  forgotum  by  men  wlio 
worshiped  at  his  shrine  and  professed  to  re- 
ceive their  political  inspiration  from  Ins  teach- 
ing. »  »  » 

When  this  lesson  was  thormghly  learned 
the  scene  suddenly  changed.  What  had  been 
regarded  as  the  idle  threat  of  braggarts  took 
shajK'  as  armed  treason.  Never  was  a  nation 
confronted  with  such  an  emergency;  never 
did  a  nation  rise  more  grandly  superior  to  tlie 
occasion.  For  a  gi'ueration  we  liad  stood  spell- 
bound, as  we  listened  to  hair-spllttlug  discus- 
sions as  to  the  llmlutions  imposed  by  the  Fed- 
eral constitution.  But  now  men  who  had  been 
taught  to  lisp  the  sacred  word  "constitution' 
lu  their  cradles,  seemed  to  forget  the  existence 
of  such  an  instrument.  History  and  teachings 
were  ignored;  tradition  and  precedent  were 
forgotten.  Constitutions  and  debates  grew 
musty  on  the  shelf,  while  a  great  pet)ple,  actu- 
ated by  one  single  thought,  pressed  forward  in 
tlie  grand  work  of  preserving  the  Union,  until 
they  stood  again  on  the  threshold  of  a  reunited 
country.  Nowliere  In  history  is  f  .uud  such  a 
wonderful  revolution  of  thought,  and  contem- 
plating it,  we  cannot  be  unmindful  ot  Him  to 
whom,  above  all  others,  should  be  given  the 
credit  for  this  change  of  sentiment. 

Lincoln  had  been  elected  presi  lent,  and  his 
generous  nature,  his  unlliuching  courage  and 
loyal  adherence  to  his  convictions  had  won  for 
him  a  host  of  enthusiastic  admirers;  but  the 
immortal  Lincoln  of  history  was  as  yet  un- 
known. In  that  liour  there  stood  forth  one 
who,  by  his  almost  magical  Influence  over  his 
followers,  by  the  lavish  gilts  which  nature  had 
bestowed  on  him,  was  admirably  equipped  and 
well  quallfled  to  mold  public  opinion;  and 
when  the  muttering  thunders  told  of  the  cx)m- 
Ing  storm,  above  the  din  and  roar  of  tempest 
was  heard  the  voice  of  a  Douglass  urging  liis 
followers  to  rally  lu  defense  of  |the  Union. 
His  matchless  power  and  lofty  patriotism 
lilted  the  dark  pall  that  Iiung  over  the  p«jple 
and  sent  a  ray  of  sunshine  to  every  loyal  heart . 
Lincoln  and  Itouglass  once  partisan  leaders, 
their  standards  ever  waving  where  the  strife 
was  fiercest,  now  no  longer  belong  to  the  par- 
ties that  once  followed  their  leadership;  but 
oy  their  patriotism  and  their  devotion  to 
country,  they  have  been  lifted  above  the  din  of 
pariisan  strife. 

Another  great  lesson  which  the  war  teaches 
is  the  iK)wer  of  popular  will.  Tlie  echoes  of 
that  memorable  debate  between  Lincoln  and 
Douglass  had  scarce  died  away— a  debate  In 
which  the  great  Lincoln  admitted  that  while 
he  was  opposed  to  the  then  existing  fugitive 
slave  law,  he  was  In  favor  of  some  congression- 
al slave  law— a  debate-  in  wliich  he  admit! ed 
that  he  could  not  bring  himself  to  regard  the 
social  and  political  equality  of  the  negro— a  d"- 
bate  In  which  he  hesliat  d  to  di.clare  himself 
In  favor  of  abolishing  slavery  in  the  District  of 
C<ilumbla,  and  could  not  ijriug  himself  to  re- 
gard with  favor  the  social  and  political  equali- 
ty of  the  negnj.  While  these  utterances  grate 
harshly  on  the  ear,  no  one  can  believe  that  the 
heart  of  Lincoln  ever  ceased  to  beat  responsive 
to  tlie  suffering  of  the  oppressed. 

For  years  the  country  had  stood  spellbound 
by  the  eloquence  that  fairly  flamed  from  the 
tongue  of  Phillips,  we  had  listeried  to  the 
appeals  of  a  Garrison,  we  had  seen  the  shot 
riddled  form  of  a  Lovejoy  fall  to  the  ground, 
wo  had  seen  the  branded  hand  of  a  Bairuci  ; 
no  peoi)le  had  ever  listened  to  more  stirring 
appeals  in  behalf  of  the  oppressed :  and  yet 
this  great  nation  calmly  went  down  into  the 
depths  of  a  civil  war  for  eighteen  months  be- 
fore we  struck  a  blow  to  emancipate  the  slave; 
and  it  was  only  when  standing  by  the  open 
graves  of  thousands  of  our  slaughtered  sons, 
that,  stung  to  desperation,  we  arose  in  our 
miglit  and  determined  that  treason  should  be 
crushed,  and  with  it  perished  slavery. 

Another  great  lesson  which  the  war  teaches 
is  the  wondrous  magnanimous  character  of 
the  American  people. 

Yet  the  most  important  lesson  to  be  learned 
is  the  lesson  of  patriotism.  It  is  said  that 
truths  are  hammered  out  upon  the  anvils  of 
war.  This  at  best  is  but  partially  true.  War 
may  determine  the  respective  strength  of 
nations.  Institutions  may  even  be  swept  away, 
but  principles  are  as  immutable  and  unchange- 
able as  time  Itself.  The  cause  of  human  prog- 
gress  has  met  with  varying  fortune.  Now 
basking  In  thesunlightot  victory, again  hiding 
in  the  sliadow  of  deteat,  but  ever  bearing  aloft 
her  banners  emblasoued  with  the  insignia  of 
hope;  neither  the  mailed  knight  or  the  throned 
king  could  stay  its  progress. 

But  the  current  will  not  flow  on  uuvexed; 
for  while  one  sovereign  power  is  composed 
of  a  DumtKtr  of  sovereign  powers,  the  delicate 
relations  existing  between  state  and  naiion 
will  never  cease  to  exist.  But  the  war  demon- 
strated this  truth:  That  while  we  may  differ 
in  opinion,  whenever  the  crisis  comes  the 
American  people  will  count  no  cost  too  great 
to  hand  to  posterity  that  which  thev  have  re- 
ceived as  a  priceless  heritage  trom  the  past. 

While  the  rebellion  affords  so  many  Instruc- 
tive lesfcons,  it  above  all  other  things  reminds 
us  of  the  duty  we  owe  to  those  who  perished 
for  its  suppression.  Tliey  fell,  but  tliey  fell 
uyyon  the  uplands  of  fame.  In  ages  gone, 
thousands  have  wasted  their  lives  in  toil  that 
they  might  rear  sepulcliral  monuments  In 
which  to  entomb  the  bones  of  kings;  but  the 
humblest  soldier  of  the  Republic  sleeps  In  a 
grander  mausoleum  than  king  or  demigod  of 
old.  Though  burled  In  his  faded  blue,  the 
grateful  love  of  a  free  people  is  his  wiudiiig- 
slieet,  a  nobler  shroud  than  ever  enveloped  the 
form  of  Pbaroah.  Thougli  burled  iu  an  un- 
known grave,  tlie  institutions  which  his  valor 
preserved  are  a  more  enduring  monument 
than  any  obelisk  ever  reared  ■  n  oriental  plain. 
In  all  ages  man  has  been  prone  to  worship,  and 
he  has  reared  temples  and  adorned  them  with 
the  objects  of  his  worship.  Could  we  but  lilt 
the  veil  which  shrouds  in  mystery  the  origin 
of  Pagan  worship  we  would  find  that  the  tem- 
ple reared  by  Pagan  hands  and  adorned  with 
Pagan  images  was  but  the  outward  form  of  a 
faith  that  dwelt  in  the  Pagan  heart;  just  as 
our  own  lieautiful  christian  faitli  is  clothed  In 
figure  and  paraphrase.  Nation-,  like  individ- 
uals,are  prone  to  worship  and  have  ever  reared 
their  temples  and  adorned  them  with  that  which 
best  told  the  story  of  their  greatness.  If  their 
greatness  rested  upon  the  victorle  of  conquer- 
ing legions,  their  temples  were  then  adorned 
with  the  trophies  of  con<iue8t.  If  their  battles 
were  the  battles  of  freedom,  legend  and  tradi- 
tion wove  about  them  an  added  charm.  Amer- 
ica worshipsat  the  shrine  of  freedom  and  in 
the  loftiest  niche  of  the  great  temple  of  the 
American  heart  as  best  l^fitttng  her  worship 
she  has  placed  the  form  of  the  citizen  soldier. 
Fitting  that  Ame  lea  sliould  worship  in  this 
temple;  fitting  that  we  should  bow  at  this 
image— a  nation  born  in  the  throes  of  war,  her 
liberties  acliieved  by  the  patriotism  v.f  volun- 
teers. Again  her  rlglits  denied  her  by  a 
hauglity  power,  restored  by  volunteers;  and 
finally,  when  the  ship  of  state  careenetl  uiwn 
the  mad  waves  of  civil  strife,  she  was  borne  to 
the  haven  of  peace  upon  the  bayonets  of  a 
million  volunteers. 

Fitting,  tlien,  that  we  should  worship  at  this 
shrine. 

Veterans,  no  higher  eulogy  can  Ix;  paid  your 
dead  ct)mrades  than  to  say  tliat  tliey  died  in  the 
cause  of  human  progress;  that  tliey  fell  for 
human  liberty,  ready  to  seal  the  covenantwlth 
their  own  life  blood. 

And  of  you  no  higher  praise  can  l>c  accordcnl 
than  to  say  that  In  the  closing  cliaptcr  of  a 
struggle  as  old  as  time  you  played  well  your 
part.  Time  will  add  to  the  luster  of  your 
afbievements.  Humanity  with  grateful  hearts 
will  recall  your  valor.  The  institutions  vou 
pn.'3erve  will  cvcrcununcnionitc  your  heroism ; 
wliile  the  fires  of  patriotism  y<iur  Uiyalty  kin- 
dled will  ever  burn  brighter  and  deeper  in  the 
liearts  of  a  loyal  people. 

Schoolboys  in  the  Parade.

Nearly 
l.")(X)  children  were  iu  line,  and  they  were 
the  recipients  of  continuous  applause 
from  the  spectators.

Crookston,    Minn.,     May    29.— It 
pleasant  to  be  abli  to  say  that, generally 
speaking,  the  crop  outlook  on  the  east 
side  of  the  lied  i  iver  is  better  than  to 
the  west  of  it.    The  counties  of  Kittson, 
Marshall    and    Polk,   also    of    Norman 
Clay  and  Becker,  are  in  prime  condition! 
In  Clay  and  Becki^r   counties  the  pros- 
pects are  a  little    better   than  at  this 
stage   of   growth    last  year,  though  in 
Clay   there   is  frejuently  to  be  seen  the 
result  of  the  high  vindsof  earlier  spring. 
Where  once  were  ditches  along  the  rail- 
way lines  and  aloi.g   the   roads,  one  will 
see  a  level  drift  an   of    snow,  tilling  the 
ditches  with  a  gra;-  dust,  tme    as  ashes, 
This    will    extenc,    perhaps 
perhaps      1000,      and      will 
as  suddenly   at  tlie  ends  as 
fence    interposed    to    protect 
across    the     imaginary    line 
winds.       As   in   tie   country  across   the 
river — Cass— fields    blown    are    resown, 
and   have  come   up  well,  but  will   prob- 
ably   be    spotted    by    unevenly-ripened 
wheat,  which   is  li  ible  to  severely  affect 
the  grade.    The  Barnes  farms  at  Tennev, 
just  east  of  Moor  head,  look   well,  as  do 
nearly  all  fields  xvest  of  the  lake  country 
to  the  river.      At  and  near  Perham,  in 
the  northern  part  ct  Otter   Tail  county, 
there  has    been  a  great    deal    of    land 
turned  over  to  kill  the   yoang  grasshop- 
pers, and  the  state  bugologist  believes  he 
has  routed   them.     They   were   in   vast 
numbers,    and     it     was     feared    would 
spread. 

Polk  county,  whi,'h  in  goo*.!  vears  can 
insure  a  yield  ot  4,(00,000  bushels  of  ex- 
cellent wheat,  is  looking  fairly  well,  with 
a  slightly  larger  acreiige  than  last  year. 
In  this  and  northern  counties  there  has 
been  almost  no  trouble  trom  high  winds, 
and  the  rainfall  has;  been  rather  more 
adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  soil  than 
across  in  Dakota.  Still  further  north 
Marshall  county  premises  to  outdo  her- 
self both  in  yield  and  acreage,  and 
around  Warren  at  least  the  outlook  is  lo 
per  cent  ahead  of  li.st  year  at  this  stage 
of  growth.  Stephin'and  Argyle  are 
nearly  as  rosy  in  prospect,  while  the 
plant  in  the  western  part  of  Kittson 
county  is  also  in  very  fair  condition.  In 
all  this  section  there  has  been  the  same 
cool,  almost  cold,  weather  that  has 
already  been  noted  as  a  peculiar 
feature  of  the  Dakcta  condition.  It  has 
here  also  caused  a  fine  stooling  of  the 
plant,  and  it  covers  the  ground  well. 
But  it  may  well  be  questioned  whether 
these  continued  chilly  nights  are  not  re- 
tarding growth  toe  much.  1  fea*-  they 
are.  With  the  mercury  down  in  the  30's 
every  night,  any  gr^at  growth  is  out  of 
the  question,  and  til  other  fruit  of  the 
ground  is  seriously  damaged. 

Continuing  north  from  Kittson  county, 
one  crosses  the  line,  but  the  condition's, 
either  of  crop  outlook,  or  of  loyally 
to  and  hope  for  Duluth  as  the  great 
center  of  the  >'orthwest,  are  not 
changed  and  it  is,  t)  say  the  least,  odd, 
to  hear  those  Manitoba  farmers,  who 
have  Winnipeg  and  Port  Arthur  in  their 
own  dominion,  hoping  and  praying  for 
a  shorter  connectic  n  and  better  trade 
facilities  with  Dul  ith.  It  shows  how- 
universal  is  the  belief  that  here,  at  the 
farthest  inland  point  reached  by  water 
navigation  to  the  ocean,  is  the  relief  the 
farmer  seeks  and  the  city  of  refuge  for 
him,  when  from  the  distant  wheat  raiser 
on  Lake  Manitoba  and  the  Assiniboine 
river  to  the  farmer  of  Nebraska  and 
Kansas  the  one  prevailing  senti- 
ment is  for  "closer  connection 
with  Duluth."  But  this  is  a 
digression  from  the  subject  in  hand. 
Manitoba  has  pla  ited  a  large  acreage 
this  season  and  it  is  growing  well.  The 
march  of  the  Northern  Pacific  and  Man- 
itoba railway  will  before  this  crop 
reaches  a  harvest,  give  the  grain  men  of 
this  city  an  advantage  they  should  not 
for  a  moment  lose  sight  of.  Early  frosts 
are  by  no  means  an  uncommon  experi- 
ence with  Manitoba  farmers,  though  by 
some  lucky  chance  l.hey  escaped  last  fall, 
but  this  year  the  early  seeding,  two 
weeks  ahead  of  the  usual  date,  has  given 
strong  hopes  that  they  may  escape 
again. 

Coming  back  to  the  more  central  belt 
of  North  Minnesota,  I  can  but  quote  the 
remarks  of  G.  S.  Barnes,  of  Fargo,  than 
whom  there  is  not  a  better-posted  wheat 
man  in  the  country.  Speaking  of  Clay 
and  nearby  count  es,  he  said:  "It  is 
almost  impossible  a';  this  time  to  make 
an  intelligent  estim  ite  of  what  the  crop 
will  be,  but  I  believ*  your  estimates  are 
as  near  right  as  possible  at  this  date.  In 
portions  where  damage  was  done  by 
wind,  the  fields  are  looking  spotted  -the 
grain  by  reason  of  t  le  reseeding  is  of  un- 
even growth  but  with  favorable 
weather,  this  will  oe  remedied  and  it 
will  have  a  better  ajjpearance.  In  other 
sections,  where  the  A'lnd  did  no  damage, 
wheat  is  looking  wel." 

And,  by  the  way,  I  hear  that  the 
Northern  Pacific  Ulevator  company,  of 
which  Mr.  Barnes  iu  the  moving  spirit 
and  chief  owner,  is  iu  a  fair  way  to 
sell  its  lines  of  elevators  to  a  syndicate 
of  easterners.  Just  now  the  houses  are 
being  emptied  and  <  k)8ed  up  until  new 
crop.  If  a  sale  shot, Id  be  made  it  would 
be  one  of  the  most  imjiortant  property 
transfers  in  the  Northwest,  and  wouM 
have  no  little  effect  on  Duluth  as  a 
wheat  market,  probibly  for  good.  It  is 
in  this  ownership  of  country  elevateirs 
that  the  wheat  men  of  this  city  are 
weak.  Minneapolis  grain  men  have  pre- 
empted the  country  lines,  and  all  ele- 
vator systems  naturally  send  their  wheat 
to  that  city.  The  >  orthern  Pacific  Ele- 
vator company  is  nterested  here  to  a 
certain  e.xtent,  Init  here  are  not  halt  a 
dozen  elevators  in  all  the  1  hanl  wheat 
section  owned  and  operated  exclusively 
in  the  interests  of  Dulutii  men.  Untfl 
this  is  changed  Duluth  will  continue  to 
be  the  point  for  surplus  wheat.  I  learn, 
however,  that  steps  have  bwu  taken  and 
are  liable  to  be  pusheti,  to  build  on  at 
least  one  line  of  road  a   Duluth    system. 


French   RoyalUtA  Obtterre  the  Silver  Wed- 
ding of  Cuuut  aud  Count«iti»  de  Paris. 

LoNDo.N,  May  liO.  The  silver  wedding 
of  the  Comte  and  Comptease  de  Paris  was 
celebrated  today  with  the  solemnization 
of  high  potificial  mass  at  tlie  Catholic 
church  at  Kingston-on-Thames.  The 
event  was  made  the  occasion  for  a  great 
muster  of  leading  royalists,  including 
the  Marquis  and  Marquise  de  Gonay,  the 
Compte  and  Comptesse  de  Haesonville, 
the  Duo  de  Noailles,  Viscomtesse  But- 
ler, M.  Aubryvitet,  Marquis  d'Harcourt 
and  Gen.  Human. 

After  the  service  the  vif- iters  were 
sumptuously  entertain^  at  the  famous 
Star  and  Garter  inn,  'the  entire  hotel 
having  Ijeen  secured  for  their  accommo- 
dation. Tomorrow  there  will  be  an  im- 
portant gathering,  at  which  the  legitim- 
ists will  deliberate  on  the  political  out- 
look of  France. 

Among  the  numerous  presents  received 
today  was  one  from  their  children  in 
the  shape  of  a  picture  painted  by 
Madame  Abherna.  It  contains  three 
views  divided  by  pink  roses,  entwined 
with  white  lilies.  The  first  represents 
the  Roman  Catholic  church  at  Kingston, 
where  the  compte  and  wjmptesse  were 
married;  the  second  a  view  of  ^'ork 
house,  Twickenham,  which  was  their 
residence  for  several  vearB,  and  the  third 
the  beautiful  Chateau  d'  Eu,  their 
favorite  seat  in  Normandy. 

ftilieridan'»  Monument. 

Washi.ngton,  May  :W.— Gen.  Sheri- 
dan's monument  was  unveiled  today.  It 
is  a  simple  monolith  of  granite,  thirteen 
feet  high,  and  rising  from  a  solid  base. 
It  is  plain  upon  three  sides,  while  the 
side  facing  the  east  contains  a  bronze 
medallion  bust  of  the  general  in  bas  re- 
lief resting  upon  his  headquarters  flag, 
which  falls  in  graceful  folds.  On  the 
east  side  of  the  plinth  is  the  word 
"Sheridan,"  in  raised  black  letters. 
There  is  no  other  inscription.  The  mon- 
ument is  the  sole  contribution  of  Mrs. 
Sheridan,  who  declined  several  offers 
from  friends  to  erect  a  handsome  monu- 
ment to  the  heroic  general's  memory.

Trenton,  N.  J.,  May  30.— There  was  a 
great  gathering  of  veterans  today  at  the 
grave  of  Gen.  George  B.  McClellan.  The 
McClellan  Memorial  association,  of  Phil- 
adelphia, accompanied  by  Gen!  Robert 
Patterson  post,  came  down  from  Phila- 
delphia by  special  train  and  marched  in 
the  procession  to  Kivermew  cemeterj-. 
The  oration  was  delivered  by  Major 
Moses  Veale,  of  Philadelphia, 'and  the 
visitors  were  sul>sequenlly  entertained 
at  the  rooms  of  Bayard  ix>st. 

At  Gc-n.  Meade's  Grave. 

Philadelphia,  May  :i0.— Hundreds  of 
Gettysburg  heroes  '  participated  this 
afternoon  in  the  services  at  the  grave  of 
General  George  Meade.

But  two 
such  water  ways  between  the  oceans 
will  scarcely  bi  prosecuted  at  the  same 
time.  If  both  tall  through,  Captain 
Eads's  ship-railway  still  remains  as 
a  ptissible,  and,  we  think,  a  feasible  con- 
necting link. 

The  dirge  of  the  Oklahoma  boom   is 
chanted  with    evident    satisfaction    by 
The  Pioneer  Press.     The  collapse  of  this 
boom  after  only  about  2000    actual  en- 
tries   is    conclusive     evidence,    as    The 
Press  says,  that  there  is  no  great  unsat- 
istied  demand  for  new  territory.

Washixoton,  May  27.- -{Special  Cor- 
responileuc«.  j     I   went  over   to   Alexun 
dria  the  other  day  to  see  for  myself  what 
happened  at  the  unveiling  of  the  Con- 
federate monument.    There  is  a  relic  of 
a  hundred  years  ago.    The  town  is  small 
in  area,  laid  out  in  squares  like  a  real 
city,  and   has   the   quaintest    old   brick 
buildings  imaginable.    The  grass  grows 
among  the  cobblestone  pavements.    The 
sewage  appears  to  tlow   in  the  gutters. 
But   here  is  old  Christ  Church,  where 
Washington       ami       Robert      E.     Jjee 
worshipped,  and  the  historic  neighbor- 
ho<.Hl  where  the  gallant    Ellsworth  was 
killed.     The  day  of   the  unveiling  of  the 
Coufoilorate  monument,  indeed,  was  the 
twenty  ti^fhth  anniversary  of  that  trag 
edy  of  the  early  wartimes  which  thrilled 
the  .North.     The  day,  too,  was  the   anni- 
versary of  the   departure  of  GOi)  picked 
men  of  Alexandria  to  join  the  Armv  of 
Virginia  at   Manjissas.     Up<.)n   the   very 
spot  where  they  assembled,  the    base  of 
the  mouument  stands  today.     It   is   the 
tirst    Confederate      monument     to     be 
erected  in  what  uiay  be  called  a  northern 
town,  for,  although  Alexandria  is  essen- 
tially southern,  its  territory    was   once  a 
part  of   the   District  of  Columbia,  and 
during  almost  the  whole  war  was  Federal 
ground. 

Thousands  of  people  crowded  in  on 
the  celebration  day.  Hardly  a  building 
on  the  main  thoroughfares  was  there 
that  did  not  display  the  red.  white  and 
blue,  and  the  hospitable  Virginians  kept 
open  house  everywhere.  Three  or  four 
camps  of  Confederate  veterans  paraded. 
Confederate    flags    could   be

.Solvf  tli«  I'rublt^iu. 

"One  of  the  serious  problems  this  city 
will  have  to  deal  with,"  said   a   (X)mmi8- 
siou  merchant,  "is  the  food  supply  of  a 
future  great  city.  It  is  the  most  difficult 
one  that  will   come  to   the   attention   of 
the  people.     In  the  immediate  vicinitv 
of  the  head  of  the  lakes  there  is  no  farm'- 
ing  or  grazing  land  ujion    which   cattle 
cau  feed   or  from  which    we  can    expect 
even  a  modicum  of  the    supply  of   vege- 
table stuffs,poultry  and  eggs  necessary  to 
supply  this  city.

Then  his  legs  got  badly  tangled  and 
they  carried  him  away.  It  was  so  with 
a  war-scarred  veteran  who  had  to  be 
taken  out  of  the  crowd.  Generally  the 
people  cheered  such  names  as  Jefferson 
Davis  and  applauded  the  boldest  senti- 
ments of  the  speakers  most,  but  it  was 
a  great  good-natured  holiday  for  Alex- 
andria and  the  sentiment  occasioned  was 
sympathetic  if  not  pitiful,  rather  than 
boisterous  and  unforgiving.

The  speech  of  Captain  Daniel,  who 
presented  the  monument  on  behalf  of 
the  artists  was  three-quarters  of  an  hour 
long.  It  was  evidently  the  opportunity 
of  his  lifetime  and  he  proposed  to  make 
the  most  of  it. 

Governor  Lee,  stout,   big-voiced  and 
rosy,  was  moderate  enough.     Perhaps  it 
was  because  he  realized  that  his  effort 
would  have  a  national    reading.    He  be- 
gan   thus:     "This   great   gathering  of 
noble  women  and    brave    men  tells  our 
people  in  cannon  tones  that    though  the 
sun  went  down    behind   the  hills,  and 
the  wind  behind    the    clouds    at   Appo- 
matox,  twenty-four  years  ago,  the  mem- 
ories of    the    men    who   fell  with   their 
faces  to  the  foe  are  still  enshrined  within 
the  hearts  of  their  living  comradea" 
*        *        * 
The  monument  is  of  heroic  size,  repre 
sentative  of  a  man  in  the  prime    of   life, 
looking  a  little  down,  as  if  with  hope  for 
the  future.    His  feet  and    legs    are    en- 
cased in  heavy  cavalry  boots;  upon   his 
right  hip  rests  the  haversack  and    can- 
teen, and  about  his  waist  a  belt   bearing 
the  inscription,    "C.  S."    In    his    right 
hand  he  carries  the  familiar  slouch  hat.

It  was  long  past  the  appointed  hour 
for  the  o4>yH^u*j  of  hor  lecture  that  Misb 
Jenuess  \<^uj  iotrtniuix^d  to  un  Hiuiieuee, 
all  too  siuiUl ipr'the  subject  ami  0(  v;. 
sion.  afie  was  «itire«.l  iu  a  bt'aiittful 
Greek  robe  of  pal<>  fcink  crepe  tlu  ohion. 
gathered  fruui  a  lpv|ayc){  and  falling  in 
soft  tbWs  down  th^fn^ut,  whence  they 
were  ajiread  and  c«xight  gracefully  back 
in  arlijjtw  de^irfu,  revving    a    petticoat 

of  wRite  silk  richly  embroidered  with 
ecTU.  A  rich,  heavily  braided  girdle 
was  ca^lght  at  the  wftiotline  in  the  back, 
ami  twd.  looiMly  Uowu  the  front,  tiniBhed 
with  ta^seitj.  The  low  neck  was  tilled  iu 
with  luee.  'l^e  sleeves  draped 
from  the  shoulder,  large 

and  full,  reaching  a  trifle 
below  the  elbow.  It  was  the  most 
charming  costume  possible,  and  per- 
fectly adapted  to  a  free  display  of  her 
movements  in  illustration  of  her  method 
of  training. 

She  six)ke  on  the  relative  value  of  dif- 
ferent kinds  of  exercise  to  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Ixxiy.  While  heavy  gym- 
nastics could  not  be  employed  wi^h 
benefit,  there  were  exercises  which  could 
be  adopted  to  the  greatest  advantage. 
Any  perscni  able  to  be  ifbout  could  take 
exercise  in  moilerate  degree.  The  sys- 
ten^  she  advocates  is  based  upon 
physiological  and  esthetic  principles. 
Otvasionally  a  person  has  a  talent  for 
grace.  But  it  is  not  everjone  who  swings 
elulw  and  dumb-bells  that  retains  grace 
of  motion  outside  the  gymnasium.  Those 
who  think  naturalness  is  the  only  thing 
that  should  be  encouraged  are  no  more 
awkward  than  those  whose  every  move- 
ment is  studied.  Both  are  extremists. 
The  aim  of  physical  culture  is  to  take 
one  out  of  one's  self,  by  the  development 
of  all  the  powers  of  the  body,  until  every 
emotiou  of  the  soul  combine  in  harmony. 
The  speaker  gave  illustrations  of  thf> 
different  movements  she  teaches  for  sym- 
metrical development.  Nothing  could 
exceed  the  grace  of  her  movements  in 
these  exercises.  It  was  as  if  a  Greek 
statue  had  become  imbued  with  life,  and 
one  could  scarcely  tire  of  watching  her. 
Space  forbids  a  detailed  account 
of  the  examples  given.  No  investment 
could  be  of  greater  physical  value  to  the 
ladies  of  Duluth  than  a  series  of  lessons 
under  Miss  Jenness,  for  she  is  a  superla- 
tive artist  m  her  line. 

The  costumes  shown  were  all  extreme- 
ly pretty.  The  first  was  a  t^agown  of 
drege-of-wine  Henrietta  cloth,  with  a 
front  of  rich  silk,  cuffs  and  collar,  silk 
plush.  She  said,  as  she  walked  in  this 
gown,  "When  you  have  seen  enough  of 
this  gown,  cry  'halt,'  and  I'll  disappear 
to  change."  Suddenly  a  gentleman 
piped  up  "Halt,"  and  like  a  flash  she  was 
gone,  and  returned  in  a  morning  gown 
of  old  rose  shade  trimmed  with  dark 
garnet  plush,  laid  in  folds  at 
waist  line  and  tastefully  draped. 
She  soon  changed  to  a  beautiful  cream 
•atin  tea  gown,  with  hip  drapery  and 
iuu  nch  folds  in  the  back,  falling  over  a 
skirt  of  lace,  lace  friUe  finishing  the 
elbow  sleeve  and  lace  yoke.  Ere  long 
she  re-appeared  in  a  summer  gown  of 
white,  and  said:  "I  want  to  tell  you 
8'jmething  about  this  dress.  It  is  made 
of  lace  edge,  and  I  sewed  it  all  myself; 
did  I  not  do  well?" 

It  was  of  an  edge  an  inch  and  a  half 
wide,  perhaps — made  to  simulate  a 
basque,  and  over  the  white  silk  moire 
was  an  elaborate  affair. 

"What  is  under  that  white  silk?"  some 
lady  inquired.  "Nothing,"  was  the  la- 
conic answer,  which  caused  an  audible 
smile. 

A  summer  calling  costume  next  was  a 
skirt  of  black  surah  silk,  with  a  direc- 
toire  coat  of  black  and  white  striped 
silk,  a  brocaded  white  figure  in  the  black 
stripe,  the  whole  lined  with  white  silk. 
A  white  silk  puff  in  waist;  heavy  jet 
bands  finished  the  throat,  waist  line  and 
sleeves.  A  tiny  sash  suspended  from 
the  waist,  finished  with  jet  tassels.  A 
winter  carriage  dress  was  a  most  elabor- 
ate outfit,  of  elegant  black  velvet, 
plaided  narrowly  with  light  fawn  colored 
satin  skirt;  a  directoire  coat  of  fawn  col- 
ored broadcloth,  richly  embroidered  from 
an  original  free-hand  drawing,  in  black 
with  an  exquisite  wrap  with  like  em- 
broidery and  a  fur  boa.  It  is  one  of 
Camille's,  and  was  by  far  the  most  superb 
costume  exhibited.  Lastly,  an  evening 
dress  of  white  lace,  V  shape  neck,  shoul- 
der puffs  of  lace,  waist  and  drapery  en- 
train of  white  brocaded  satin,  garniture 
of  white  flowers,  8i>ft  wood-green  leaves 
and  ribbon.

THE  DAY  IN  THE  CITY. 
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Yesterday  a  Herald  reporter  observing 
ft  couple  of  ofticers  escorting  a  gang  of 
vagrants  toward  the  county  jail,  was  im- 
pelled by  curiosity  to  see  the  outfit  in- 
bftrc^rated.  Following  close  uix^n  the 
heels  of  the  prt)cession,  the  jail  door  was 
reached  and  when  thrown  open  there 
issued  therefrom  such  a  volume  of  foul 
air,  warm,  noxious  and  stifling,  as  to  act 
almost  like  an  emetic  on  the  reporter, 
and  for  some  time  his  breakfast  was  in 
danger.  But  after  inhaling  a  few  whiflfs 
of  the  poisoned  atmosphere  his  internal 
machinery  resumed  ite  normal  condition. 
Following  the  scent,  which  was  remark- 
ably strong,  the  interior  of  the  so-called 
jail  was  reached,  and  here  the  myste.y 
of  the  vile  stench  wiis  disclosed. 

In  a  corridor  not  more  than  five  or  six 
feet  wide  was  packed  a  mass  of  human- 
ity, dirty,  foul,  ragged,  unkempt;  some 
with  bleared  eyes  and  brutal  expression ; 
a  half  dozen  of  them  with  blacked 
eyes,  scarred  faces  and  other  evidences 
of  having  Ijeen  in  a  general  scrimmage, 
but  all  oppressed  with  the  dense,  stifling 
atmosphere  and  bearing  every  appear- 
ance of  dire  discomfort.  Altogether 
they  were  a  hopeless  set  of  mortals,  sul- 
len, apathetic,  replying  to  questions  only 
in  monosyllables,  sometimes  making  no 
reply  at  all. 

After  gazing  upon  the  spectacle 
awhile  the  reporter  venturned  to  ask  the 
turnkey,  Richard  Long,  whether  his 
birds  were  not  crowded  a  little  too  much 
for  comfort.  With  a  look  of  surprise 
the  turnkey  replied: 

"CroA-ded?  Well,  I  should  say  not! 
Wait  till  the  street  gang  comes  in,  then 
they  have  to  look  out  for  their  corns." 

"What!  do  you  crowd  more  men  into 
that  vile  den  than  it  contains  now?" 

"Yes,  sir,"  was  the  answer;  "we  are 
obliged  to  squeeze  twelve  or  fifteen  more 
in  there,  because,  d'ye  see,  we've  no  place 
else  to  put  them." 

With  a  pious  exclamation,  and  a  fer- 
vent hope  that  Duluth's  model  jail  should 
never  enclose  his  corporeal  frame,  the 
reporter,  holding  his  nose,  escaped  into 
fresh  air,  promising  to  return  at  6  o'clock 
and  see  by  what  "pigs  in  clover"  process 
the  "street  gang"  could  be  got  into  the 
pen. 

At  six  o'clock  the  procession  marched 
to  the  jail,  a  dirty,  forlorn  company;  the 
cell  door  was  opened,  the  imprisoned 
victims  scowled  upon  the  intruders, 
who  fairly  forced  their  way  in,  and  it  is 
no  exaggeration  to  say  that  it  was  a  difli- 
cult  matter  to  get  the  last  man  in  so  as 
to  close  the  door. 

Turnkey  Long  is  a  native  of  the  Emer- 
ald isle,  and  has  without  doubt  per- 
formed osculatory  exercise  upon  the 
blarney  stone  to  no  small  extent.  But 
he  has  a  winning  way  with  the  prisoners. 
For  instance,  he  will  address  a  prisoner 
with: 

"Grood  evening,  Mr.  Murphy.  Are  you 
comfortable,  sir?" 

To  which  the  fliittered  and  gratified 
Murphy  replies  with  the  rejoinder  that  he 
was  never  so  luxuriously  situated  in  his 
life,  and  overwhelms  the  crafty  turnkey 
with  profuse  thanks.'' 

"We  have  accommodations  here  for 
exactly  twenty-four  boarders,"  said  the 
turnkey.  "Now  there  are  thirty -eight, 
and  it  crowds  us  pretty  well.  But  this 
time  last  year  I  found  room  for  fifty- 
eight.  I  guess  they  must  have  slept 
pretty  close.  I  don't  see  now  how  I  got 
them  in  at  all." 

Said  a  member  of  the  city  council, 
who  has  business  near  the  court  house 
and  jail,  occasionally:  "The  county  jail 
here  is  as  bad  as  the  celebrated  'black 
hole'  at  Calcutta.  If  the  weather  was 
hot  now,  some  of  those  fellows  could  not 
stand  it.  It's  a  blistering  shame  the 
jail  accommodations  are  in  such  abomin- 
able shape. 

The  picture  is  not  overdrawn.  If  any 
citizen  doubts  it,  let  him  fortify  himself 
with  some  disinfectant,  investigate  the 
matter  for  himself,  and  he  will  doubt 
whether  he  lives  in  a  civilized  country.

Prisoner,      Brought 
Duluth,   Talks    to   a 
Reporter.

Tells    His   Own    Story   of 
Crime"The  Other  Ver- 
sion Given.

TowKK,  May  31.  [Special.]— Shortly 
after  1  o'clock  yesterday  afteraooa  resi- 
dents ia  the  vicinity  of  the  bank  were 
startled  by  the  report  of  a  pistol  shot, 
and  seeing  David  Cook  stagger  along 
the  street  murmuring  "I'm  dying;  I'm 
dyiny."  A  doctor  was  on  the  spot  but 
the  man  died  inside  of  ten  mmutes.  No 
one  seemed  to  think  at  tirst  that  mur- 
der was  committed,  but  John  Simmons 

gave  himself  up  to  Chief  of  Police 
Owens  saying  he  had  shot  him,  and  was 
placed  in  jail.  The  ball  had  i>a8.sed 
through  the  neck  and  is  supposed  to 
have  severed  the  jugular  vein,  thereby 
making  recovery  impossible.  There  are 
a  number  of  causes  for  the  act, 
and  as  is  usually  the  case  there 
is  a  woman  mixed  in  it.  Mrs. 
Mike  Simmons  keeps  a  boarding  house 
over  a  saloon  on  Main  street,  and  is  a 
sister-in-law  of  John  Simmons.  There 
has  for  a  long  time  been  a  feud  between 
the  two — jealousy,  some  say,  has  been 
the  principal  cause,  and  Simmons  has 
often  wanted  Cook  to  tight  it  out,  but 
the  latter  would  not.  Just  why  Sim 
mons  should  feel  such  an  interest  in 
his  brother's  wife  is  not  known, 
but  certain  it  is  that  in  broad  daylight, 
on  one  of  our  principal  streets,  he  shot 
his  man  in  cold  blood.  He  now  says 
Cook  was  after  him  with  a  knife,  but 
none  has  as  yet  been  found.  At  the 
inquest  a  verdict  was  rendered  in  accord- 
ance with  the  above  facts,  and  the 
prisoner  waived  examination. 

Talks   in    Duluth. 

John  Simmons,  the  prisoner,  was 
brought  down  on  the  noon  train  and 
lodged;  in  the  county  jail.  When  inter- 
viewed by  a  Herald  reporter,  he  declined 
at  tirst  to  give  any  account  of  the  mur- 
der or  assign  any  reason  for  couaraitting 
the  deed,  but  at  length  was  prevailed 
upon  to  relate  the  circumstances. 
He  said  Cook  had  been  in 
the  habit  for  some  time  past  of  speaking 
slightingly  of  his  (Simmons's)  sister-in- 
law.  Said  Simmons,  yesterday  "while  a 
party  of  us  were  going  to  see  a  sick 
friend,  Billy  Rogers,  at  the  Pioneer  hotel. 
Cook  followed  us,  and  addressing  me,  in- 
sulted my  sister-in-law,  calling  her  vile 
names,  and  saying  she  was  nothing 
belter  than  a  common  prostitute. 
He  continued  his  abuse  for 
some  time.  At  this  time  we  were  stand- 
ing alone  on  Main  street  and  we  got  into 
a  scuffle,  he  reached  for  a  knife  and  I 
broke  away  from  him.  He  made  after 
me.  and  I  tried  to  keep  out  of  his  reach 
but  could  not,  and  when  he  was  within 
a  few  feet  I  half  turned  around,  drew 
my  revolver  and  tired  at  him 
under  my  arm,  and  he  dropped. 
I  then  gave  myself  up.  The  only  one 
that  was  present  at  the  time  and  saw 
the  whole  thing  done  was  a  man  named 
McNally.  It  was  half  past  twelve  when 
this  happened." 

C.  A.  Drumm,  who  resides  at  Tower, 
said  he  was  well  acquainted  with  Sim- 
mons; boarded  at  the  same 
place  with  him  and  had  al- 
ways heard  him  spoken  of  as  a  sober, 
industrious  man;  was  also  a  woodsman 
and  had  been  for  some  time  in  the  em- 
ploy of  Special  Agent  Potter  looking 
over  swamp  lands.  He  got  in  from  the 
woods  last  Monday.  Drumm  further 
said  that  Cook  was  a  large,  powerful 
young  man,  about  27  years  of  age; 
and  single.  Simmons  is  also  a  single 
man,  about  30  years  of  age,  of  medium 
height,  with  full  face  and  closely  cropped 
beard  and  mustache.  He  does  not  ap- 
pear to  realize  the  enormity  of  his  crime 
and  says  it  is  the  first  time  he  was  ever 
behind  the  doors  of  a  prison. 

Another  version  of  the  atfair  gives  an 
entirely  different  account.  It  is  stated 
by  parties  in  the  city  from  Tower  that 
Simmons  and  Cook  were  seated  on  a 
bench  behind  the  First  National  bank 
talking  together.  Both  got  up  and  some 
words  passed  between  them.  Simmons 
was  then  observed  to  draw  his 
revolver  and  fire  at  Cook, 
who  staggered  nearly  half  a  block  and 
finally  dropped  right  in  front  of  Billy 
Anderson's  house.  He  died  in  a  few 
minutes.  Simmons  then  walked  coolly 
off  with  his  hands  in  his  pocket,  and  was 
met  on  the  street  by  a  business  man,  who 
asked,  "Where's  the  shooting  going  on?" 
Simmons  replied  in  a  careless  manner. 
"Oh,  I  shot  a  man  down  here."  He  then 
gave  himself  up.  The  excitement  ran 
very  high,  and  it  was  feared  the  jail 
would  be  broken  open  and  the  prisoner 
lynched,  as  it  is  regarded  by  many  as  a 
cold  blooded  murder." 

Sheriff  Sharvy  informs  The  Herald 
that  Simmons  did  not  give  himself  up, 
but  that  Deputy  Sheriff  Loraine  had 
considerable  trouble  to  capture  him,  it 
being  necessary  to  go  quite  a  distance 
up  Vermilion  lake,  where  Simmons  was 
found  at  a  dance.

VOUDOOISM.

Nkw  Oklka>-.s,  May  31. — A  caje  in  the 
second  recorder's  court  Wednesday  es- 
tablishes the  fact  that  voudoinsm  and 
its  disgutrt^ing  rite& still  have  a  foothold 
in  Louisiana.  It  was  generally  irupposed 
that  the  voudoo  was  extinct.  Careful 
inquiry  by  the  city  press,  ctivering  a 
series  of  years,  had  failed  to  uncover  a 
genuine  case  of  voudooism,and  it  was  be- 
lieved that  this  relic  of  Africa  and  slav- 
ery had  finally  disappeared  \rith  the 
death  some  years  ago  of  Marie  JLieveaux, 
the  voudoo  queen.  These  judiijial  pro- 
ceedings, however,  show  that  voudoo  fe- 
tich still  has  its  votaries,  and  ttiat  they 
are  not  confined  to  the  uegros. 

For  some  time  past  there  has  been  at 
stated  periods  promiscuous  gatherings 
of  whites  and  blacks  in  a  house  on  St. 
Anthony  street,  far  removed  from  the 
bustle  of  the  city.  Although  it  is  a  re- 
tired locality  the  assemblages  bocame  so 
noisy  that  they  disturbed  the  ntdghbors, 
and  attracted  to  the  vicmity  large  crowds 
of  men  and  boys.  As  the  houso  was  re- 
tired from  the  street  and  the  dxtrs  and 
windows  were  kept  tightly  closod,  those 
who  gathered  from  curiosity  A'ere  un- 
able to  discover  what  was  going  on  in- 
side. At  last  the  place  became  a  nuisance 
to  the  neighborhood  and  the  police  were 
informed.  Steps  were  taken  at  once  to 
discover  the  secret  of  the  house  and  the 
cause  of  the  disturoance  therin.  To  this 
end  the  place  was  closely  watched.  A 
number  of  black  and  white  wocien  and 
several  negro  men  were  seen  to  tmter  the 
enclosure  and  disappear  within  the 
house.  Shortly  afterward  the  noises  of 
which  the  neighbors  had  complained 
were  heard.  At  this  juncture  :i  patrol 
wagon  filled  with  police  drove  tp.  The 
house  was  surrounded  so  as  to  prevent 
the  escape  of  the  occupants,  and  without 
warning  the  police  entered. 

A  strange  and  disgusting  sight  met 
their  eyes.  In  a  circle  formed  by  eight 
white  and  six  nego  women  and  seven 
negro  men  was  a  half  breed  Indian  and 
negro,  named  Alexander,  who,  dnessed  in 
skin  tights,  was  performing  a  voudoo 
dance,  muttering  at  the  same  time  a 
wierd  incantation,  the  refrain  of  which 
was  taken  up  by  the  men  and  women 
surrounding  him,  the  chorus  at  times 
rising  to  a  great  volume  of  soucd.  The 
negro  men  were  lying  on  the  tioor  partly 
clad,  while  the  women  standing  around 
had  also  laid  aside  much  of  their  ordi- 
nary wearing  apparel.  The  entire  party 
was  so  engrossed  in  the  antics  cf  Alex- 
ander that  the  entry  of  the  polioe  was  a 
complete  surprise,  and  all  in  the  house 
were  arrested.  ■

Reports  of  the  Condition  of  Wheat,  Corn, 
V'eg^etables  and  Kmall  Fruits. 

Minneapolis,  May  31. — Several  frosts 
of  late  have  done  considerable  damage 
to  garden  vegetables  and  fruit,  but  the 
only  injury  reported  to  grain  is  the 
freezing  of  the  tips  of  the  bladeti  in  some 
localities,  which  will  make  the  crop  that 
much  later  without  necessarily  decreas- 
ing the  quantity  or  deterioraldng  the 
quality.  The  season  was  so  early  at  the 
beginning  that  no  anxiety  as  yet  has 
been  caused  by  setbacks,  thougli  in  some 
sections  in  northern  Minnesota  farmers 
are  hoping  for  warmer  weather  to  start 
the  growth  a  little  more  rapidly 

Some  portions  of  the  Red  River  valley 
also  complain  of  insufficiet  rainu.  Chip- 
pewa county  crops  suffered  somo  damage 
by  frosts  in  the  past  few  days.  Douglas 
county  had  not  had  too  much  fain.  In 
the  vicinity  of  Sioux  Falls,  aso,  more 
rain  is  needed.  In  Houston  covnty  corn 
has  been  damaged  by  frosts.  In  Olm- 
steiid  county  the  frost-bitten  corn  is 
rapidly  recovering.  Near  Lake  Benton, 
recdht  rains  have  been  of  much  benefit. 
Codington  county.  Dak.,  farmers  report 
crops  in  splendid  condition  after  the  re- 
cent rains.  Yankton  county  b  rather 
dry.  In  Union  county  wheat  is  growing 
fairly  well,  but  is  not  rank.  In  McCook 
county  more  rain  would  be  beneficial. 
The  same  can  \)e  said  of  Beadle  and 
Brookings  counties.  In  Walsh  count' 
grain  on  reseeded  land  has  beeoi  started 
favorably  by  rains.  In  the  vicinity  of 
New  Hampton,  lowjv,  cold  rainj  weather 
for  the  last  ten  days  has  seriously  set 
back  the  corn  crop.  Cutwormt.  are  re- 
ix)rted  to  be  doing  much  damage  in  the 
counties  south  of  there,  and  tome  few 
pieces  have  been  damaged  n<>ar  there. 
Small  grain  is  doing  well  and  the  grass 
crop  is  insured. 


At  Various  Ports. 
Chicago,  May  31.— Yesterday  and  last 
night  a  fierce  gale  raged  over  Lakes 
Ontario  and  Erie  and  a  portion  of  Lakes 
Huron  and  Michigan.  Around  the  lakes 
vessels  are  reported  wind  bound  and 
driven  ashore.  At  Chicago  the  wind 
reached  a  velocity  of  forty  miles  an  hour 
and  a  number  of  vessels  were  forced  to 
anchor  outside.  At  Port  Huron  the 
white  caps  were  driven  before  a  gale  of 
forty -eight  miles,  ami  across  the  river  at 
Sarnia  a  fleet  of  big  boats  boundup  was 
afraid  to  move.

SELLING  OUR  STEEL. 

Mr.  Andrew   Carnegie    predicts    that 
American  luauufaeturers    will    soon    bo 
selliug  Bte«I  rails  abroad,  if   tlie   market 
here  c-untinues  to  rule  its  low  as  at  pres- 
ent.   Thiij  is  due,  as  he  says,   to    excep- 
tional Lvnditious  abroad   and    at    home, 
which  affect  other  American  pnxlucts  as' 
well.     A  considerable  quantity  of  paper, 
for  instance,  has  just  been    exported  to 
Liverpool  by  a  New  York   manufacturer 
for  use  by  a  Liverpo<.>l  newspaper,  but  a 
steady  demand  cannot  be  looked    for   in 
this  line  for  foreign  supply,  as    the    call 
was  due  to  a  temporary   shortage  in    the 
home  supply. 

It  is  again  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Car- 
negie how  extraordinarily  the  cost  of 
steel  proilucts  to  the  consumer  has  been 
reduced  under  the  shield  of  the  tariff. 
He  declares  that  America  would  be  pay- 
ing three  times  as  much  as  she  does  for 
steel  rails  had  she  not  protected  that 
industrj-.  Rails  made  by  the  acid  pro- 
cess are  now  seUing  at  $25  per  ton,  a 
%ure  so  close  to  the  cost  of  production 
that  it  IS  only  reached,  us  Mr.  Carnegie 
says,  "through  the  throes  of  competi- 
tion," and  can  scarcely  be  maintained 
for  any  length  of  time  with  American 
prices  for  laoor. 

The   most   interesting  and  important 
point    to    us  at   the. head   of  the  lakes 
which  he  touches   upon  is  the  relative 
value  of  Southern   and  Lake  Superior 
ores,  and  the  probability  of  the  substitu- 
tion of    the    basic  process  for  the  acid 
process,  by  which  the  ores  of  this  region 
are  treated.    "It  is  true,"  he  says,  "that 
the  basic  process  is  the  only  one  known 
which  will  make  the  ores  of  the  South 
suitable   for  steel,  but   as    long   as    the 
Lake  Superior  supply  of  pure  ore  holds 
out,  steel   manufacturers  will   probably 
stick  pretty  closely  to  the   present  acid 
process.      The  basic  process  is  only  good 
as  a  substitute.     I  do  not  think  rails  can 
be  made  by  that  process  and  sold  for  ^J5, 
as  they  can  now  by  the  acid  process." 

On  this  point  he  takes    issue    frankly 
with  Mr.  Hewitt  and    it   remains  to  be 
seen  whose  judgment  is  the  best.       But 
it  is  highly  satisfactory  and  signiticant 
of  the  probable  future  of  our    iron    dis- 
tricts to  note    the    foremost    place  con- 
ceded to  their  product    by    the    leading 
steel      manufacturer     of    the    country. 
There  need  be  no  fear  that  the  product 
of  the  Vermilion   this  year  will  be  over- 
looked   by    the    great    steel  works  now 
competing  so  sharply    for    custom,    and 
there    is    the    best  of    reason  to  expect 
that    the    pressure    of  competition  will 
urge    an     unprecedented     development 
during  the  next  few  years  of   the   treas- 
ures   of    the    Iron   range.      This  means 
more  to  Duluth   than  any  one  can  now 
measure. 

Anent  Mr.  Hewitt    and  his  reported 
great  interest  in  Southern  ore    and  coal 
fields,  it  has  not  become  generally  known 
that  he  has  given   up  his  intention  of  lo- 
cating   his  big    Trenton    works    in  Ala- 
bama, at  least  for  the  present.    He  went 
South,  and  made  a  very  thorough  exami- 
nation of  the  plant  and  mines  of  the  big 
Alabama      and      Tennessee   Coal      and 
Iron     company,     but      he      did     not 
buy.      On     the    contrary,    instead    of 
investing  heavUy,  as  he  had  almost  de- 
termined to  do,  he  advised  his  Southern 
friend,  who  induced  him  to  go  South  and 
was  urging  him  to  invest  there,  to  sell 
his  interest  in  the  Alabama  and   Ten- 
nessee company,  and  his  advice  was  fol- 
lowed, resulting  in  an  entire  reorganiza- 
tion of  that  company.     This   outcome  of 
Mr  Hewitt's  prolonged  and  very  pains- 
taking examination  of  the  Southern  iron 
and  coal   fields   is   very    significant,  al- 
though it  is  but  fair  to  him  to  say  that 
he    claims    that     his    action    was    not 
prompted  by  a  loss  of  faith  in  the  great 
value  of  the  iron   and  coal   deposits  in 
Alabama. 


cations  are  especiaHj-  good  for  a  crop  fully 
up  to  the  average,  if  not  in  excess  of  it. 
The  Herald,  having  thoroughly  investi 
gated  the  orop  prosi^cts  on  the  ground, 
is  not  among  those  papers  which  profess 
to  believe  in  a  phenomenal  wheat  crop 
this  year,  but  we  are  thoroughly  satis- 
tied  that  the  crop  will  bo  fully  up  to  or 
Hbove  the  average  per  acre,  if  something 
untoward  does  not  hap^wn  to  change  the 
present  prospect.

If  that  could  be  done 
Mr.  PiUsbury  could  unload  his  big  hold- 
uigs  of  both  wheat  ami  Hour,  and  he 
would  be  a  very  happy  man.

The  fast  train  which  will  be  put  on  by 
the  Northwestern    road    Sunday  is    the 
^'ratification  of  a  wish  that  has  been  dear 
to    the    Duluth  heart  for    years.     Ever 
since      the      Omaha      began      running 
a^   fast    train     between     St.     Paul  and 
Chicago,  pet>ple  here  have  been  unable 
to    see     why     they,     too,    should    not 
have    the    same    accommmlation,     con- 
necting    with     the    St.    Paul    train  at 
Eau    Claire.      People  do  not  generally 
realize  how  the  expenses  of  these  trains 
pile  up,  anil  in  a  private  letter  the  traffic 
manager  of  the  Northwestern  says:  "We 
have    proved   beyond    doubt    that  this 
tram     can     but     be     run     at    a    loss 
on      even      a      great       increase      over 
present  busmess.     We  have  been   led  to 
believe  that  the  people  of  Duluth   and 
the    head    of    the   lake    generally    will 
patronize  such  a  train  as  we  intend  to 
give  them.    The  train  is  an  experiment, 
therefore,    and     whUe     we     shall    give 
it      a       thorough        trial,       two       or 
three      months      at      least,      it      wUl 
certainly  be  taken  off  if  our  expectations 
of  a  profitable  venture  are  not  realized." 
This  experiment,  as   Mr.  Clark  calls  it, 
will  put  Chicago  but  one  night  from  Du- 
luth and  will  shorten  the  time  of  getting 
to  the  East    by  little    less    than    seven 
hours,  a    desideratum  of    no    little    im- 
portance in  these  days  of  rush.

Some    arrant    nonsense  apt)ears    in  a 
long  dispatch  from  the    west  coast  this 
morning  telling  a  yarn  about  the  British 
determination  to  enforce  their  claim  to 
fish  and  hunt  in  Behring    sea     without 
regard    to    the  Russian    and  American 
counterclaims.      Whether   Behring  sea 
is  an  open  sea  under  the  construction  of 
international  law  and  the  Russian   title 
has     been      for    fifty    years    or    more 
a        mooted        question        which       is 
still  undetermined.     That  Great  Britain 
18  preparing  to  assert  her  claim  by  an 
overwhelming    display    of    naval    force 
this  summer,  without  further   resort  to 
diplomatic    negotiation  is  preposterous 
in  view    of  our  present    amicable   rela- 
tions.    And   the   inherent  absurdity  of 
the  report  is  further  made  evident  from 
the  fact  that  the  claim  of  Great  Britain 
to  the  seal  fishery  off  the  American  coast 
has  for  two  years  past  been  weakly  ad- 
mitted by  the  nonsensical  discrimination 
of   the  late  administration  which  caused 
the  seizure  of  our  own  sealers  for  poach- 
ing, while  passing  over  the  like  poaching 
of  British  vessels.     If  Behring   Sea  is  an 
open  sea,  it  is  equally  open  to  our  own 
vessels  as  to  those  of  every  other  nation, 
and   if    it    is  a  mare    clausum,   foreign 
poachers  should  be  barred  out  as  well  as 
our    own.      But  the    discrimination   in 
favor  of    the    British    sealers    has    left 
Great  Britain  nothing  to  hang  a  com- 
plaint   on,    and    assuredly    nothing    to 
warrant  the  bravado  of  a  menacing  dem- 
onstration.    The  story  is  sheer  stuff.

MR.  PILLSBURV8  LITTLE  GAME. 

A  Chicago  dispatch  today  says  that 
"Mr.  Pillsbury,  the  great  Minneapolis 
Miller"  18  m  that  city  and  has  been  talk- 
ing vigorously  to  bull  the  wheat  market. 
He  said  that  he  had 

numerous  dispatches  from  every  section 
of  the  Northwest  In  rcganl  to  the  wheat 
fields  and  that  they  were  in  poor  con- 
dition. He  thought  .the  yield  would  be 
light.  The  seed  wheat  was  not  so  good  as 
usual,  while  the  dry.  fjot  weather  and  lack  of 
timely  rains  early  in  the  season  stopped  the 
grain  from  sprouting,  so  that  the  stand  was 
thin.  Then  came  cold,  wet  weather,  just  of 
the  kind  needed  to  c«..mplete  the  damage. 

This  is  about   as  full   and  picturesque 
a  sample  of    misstatement    as  it  would 
have  been  possible   for  Mr.  Pillsbury  to 
have  made.    The  truth  is  diametrically 
opposed  to  his   everj-  statement,  except 
that  what    he  says  about    the  seed    not 
being  as  g(x>d  as  usual  applies  to  a  very 
small      proportion      of      the'     acreage. 
It         was         used         to         a  "      very 
limited     extent      in  .  reseeding      and 
for  the  increase  of  acreage.     This,  as  an 
element  upon  which  to   base   prognosti- 
cations of  a  small  crop,  is  not  worth  con- 
sidering at  all.     All    the    acreage   upon 
which  this  seed  is  used  may  fail  and  yet 
an    average    crop     be   harvested.      But 
there  is  no  probability  that  this  acreage 
will  fail.     It  is  quite  as   likely  to  yield  a 
good  .-rop.     The  probability  of  failure  in 
an  exceedingly  j^^r  season  is  doubtless 
greater    where  "bliglited"  seed   is   used 
but  the  chances  that   it   will   produce  a 
fair  crop  are,  at    this    writing,  greater 
than  the  chances  of  failure. 

As  to  the  other  pessimistic  and  bullish 
points  made  by  "Cyclone "Charley"  PilLs- 
bury,  it  is  a  matter  of  such  common 
knowledge  that  they  are  false  that  it 
eeeras  almost  surperfluous  to  point  out 
that  fact.

A  sane  person  would  not  entrust  an 
important    letter    to    a    child    to    post, 
much  less  allow  it  to  run  any  risk  of  ex- 
posure to  a  prying  maid-servant.     It  is,

With    reference    to  Mr.   Dean's  jiioral 
character,  the  Horatian   maxim.  ''Speak 
nothing  of  the  dead  unless  you  can  com- 
mend,"   would    perhap.    0,,    appli.jable. 
iNotwithstanding  his  somewhat  queiition- 
able  character,  indicated  in  this  eujihon- 
istic   manner,  it  must  be  said,  however, 
that   Mr.  Dean  was  a  very  kind-he,irted 
man,  and    the    considerate    mannor   in 
which  the   localities  at  the   head  oi    the 
lake,  which  were  his  latest  places  ol  resi- 
dence, were   remembered   by  him  in  his 
will,    showed    a    very    true    and    l.irge- 
minded    appreciation  of    the   dutioe  of 
citizenship.      The   language  of   the  will 
by  which   the  devises  in  question  were 
made  is  as  follows:  "I  devise  to  the  city 
of    Superior,    Wis.,    two    lots    of      land 
owned  by  me  at  or  near  that  place,  one 
of    80    acres    ana    one    of    \m    a:res, 
to  be  held  by  said  city  of  Superior,   the 
former  to  be  named  after  my  brother-in- 
law,  and  the  latter  after   myself,,  and   to 
be  used  by  said  city  for  public  purposes. 
i  devise  the  lots  owned  by  me  at  Du- 
luth to  the  village  or    city    of    Duluth 
meaning  thereby  whichever  organization 
may  at  the  time  of  my  decease  be  reully 
Duluth,  to  have  and  to   hold    the  same 
subject  to  the  following    trust:  To  Ijold 
the  same  for  one  year  and    a    half  from 
this    date,    at    which    time,  or  as  6«x)n 
thereafter  as  the  same  can  be  sold  to  ad- 
vantage, the  same  is  to  be  sold  and  the 
proceeds  thereof  used  by  the  public  au- 
thorities of  said  Duluth  for  the  purchase 
and    beautifying    of    small    parks     and 
blocks  m  Duluth,  from  five  to  ten   a<5res 
in  extent,  throughout  said  city,  for  the 
use  of  said  city." 

The  will  is  dated  January  4,  1884  is 
attested  by  William  Williamson,  Harry 
Smith  and  Sherbael  F.  White  and  filed 
by  John  Dunphy,  judge  of  probate.  The 
signature  of  Mr.  Dean  is  in  pencil,  in 
very  shaky  characters,  as  he  was  near 
his  death  at  the  time  the  will  was 
executed. 

Judge  S.  P.  White    was  called   to    '.he 
St.  Louis  hotel,  where   Dean  was  dying 
and  then    and  there    drew    up  the  will' 
Dean  indicating  what  his  wishes  were  in 
regard  to    the    devises    and    the    judge 
phrasing  the   will  in   legal   form.     Dtan 
was  so  exhausted  when   the  documont 
was  executed    it  was   necessary   for  Jlr 
White  to  guide  his  hand  to  enable   him 
to  form  the  letters  in  his  signature.    In 
two  hours  he    was   dead.     Dennis   Deiin 
was  in  the   room  for   some  time   before 
his  brother's  death,  but  the   dying  inon 
would  not  speak  to  him  nor  notice  him 
The  will  was  duly  probated  and  Hairy 
Smith  appointed  administrator  with  the 
will    annexed.    The    first  clause  of  the 
will  bequeaths  his  sister  mining  stock  of 
the    nominal    value  of  $25,(XX).     As  the 
will  was  not    assailed    the  devise    is    in 
shape  for  the   Park  commission   in    the 
manner  specified.     Some  time   ago    two 
or  three  of  the  lots  on  Rices  Point  were 
condemned  and  sold,  and   the   money  is 
now  in  the  city  treasury  credited  to  tile 
Park  fund.

A   short  time   be- 
fore  his  death  he  was  moved  to  make  th» 
disposition   of    his    property  as    already 
outlined.      His    brother,  Dennis    Deari, 
with  whom    ho    wjis    not    on    speaking 
terms,  nor    had    benm    for    full    twentv 
years  prior  to  his  death,  is  living  in   Su'.

Never  Seen  in   Duluth 

Before. 


It  is  May  Slst.  That  fact  impressed 
itijelf  on  the  minds  of  a  great  many 
property-owners  this  morning,  and  there 
has  btH*n  such  a  scramble  t<:)  pay  taxes 
as  has  not  been  seen  in  Duhith  since 
first  taxes  were  thought  of.  By  10 
o'cliK'k  this  morning  the  line  of  waiting 
owners  and  agents  extended  from  the 
door  of  the  treasurer's  office  out  into  the 
broad  hall,  to  the  door  of  the  court  house 
and  fairly  out  into  the  yard.  It  was 
worse  than  a  box-oltiue  rush  at  an  open- 
ing seat  sale.  By  noon  the  line  was 
longer,  and  it  was  getting  to  be  an  im- 
patient crowd.  Inside  the  office  genial 
Treasurer  Pecky  Johnson  and  his  assist- 
ants, increased  lately  on  account  of  the 
rush,  were  busy  as  bees,  and  were  living 
around  with  a  rapidity  born  only  of  lo'  g 
experience  and  knowledge  of  just  what 
was  to  be  ilone. 

"We're    too  busy    to    talk,"  said    Mr. 

Johnson,  "we'll  get  in  a  pile  of  mon , 

32  bkx'k  ~'2,  Second?  Ves,  sir,"  rattled 
he  to  another  as  the  check  for  taxes  on 
that  lot  was  pushed  at  him.

Of  total  taxes  collected  this  year 
J474,832  were  from  the  '-ity  of  Duluth, 
;J2To,i.X'0  city  of  Duluth  improvement  as- 
sessments, $;iO,TOO  frjci  unorganized 
townships,  $2T,tXW  from  Oneota  and 
West  Duluth  town,  town  of  Duluth  dis- 
tricts 4  and  3,  §15,859  and  810,978  re- 
spectively, Ely  ?T:i58  and  Tower  §30i2. 
It  is  seen  that  the  great  development  of 
the  iron  ranges  of  the  north  add  but 
little  to  the  taxable  valuation  of  the 
county,  as  by  law  these  properties  are 
exempt  from  county  taxes.  Tower,  where 
are  mines  and  mining  developments 
worth  perhaps  $8,000,000,  pays  only  $3000 
taxes  for  the  entire  township.

New  Florence,  Pa.,  June  1.— The 
calamity  of  yesterday  was  as  singular  as 
It  was  fatal.  It  is  now  very  evident  that 
more  lives  have  been  lost  because  of 
foolish  incredulity.  For  more  than  a 
year  there  have  been  fears  of  an  accident 
of  just  such  a  character.  The  founda- 
tions of  the  dam  were  considered  to  lj>e 
shaky  early  last  spring  and  many  in- 
creasing leakages  were  reported  from 
time  to  time  from  people  who  live  in 
J  jhnstown  and  other  towns  on  the  line 
of  the  river. 

Ample  time  was  given  to 
the  Johnstown  folks  by  the 
railroad  officials  and  by  other  gentlemen 
of  standing  and  reputation.  In  dozens, 
yes  in  hundreds,  of  cases  the  warning 
was  utterly  disregarded,  and  those  who 
heeded  it  early  in  the  day  were  looked 
upon  as  cowards  and  many  jeers  were 
uttered  by  lips  that  now  are  cold  among 
the  rank  grass  beside  the  river.  One 
poor,  nameless  woman  who  looked  with 
sightless  eyes  at  the  grey  clouds  from 
the  slimy  bank  of  a  meadow  just  below 
New  Florence,  wore  a  smile  that  perhaps 
had  its  birth  in  that  spirit  of  "Who's 
afraid,"  which  has  had  such  awful  re- 
sults. 

There  has  grown  up  a  bitter  feeling 
among  the  surviviag  sufferers  against 
those  who  owned  the  lake  and  dam,  and 
damage  suits  will  be  plentiful  by  and 
by.  The  dam  in  Stony  creek,  above 
Johnstown,  broke  yesterday  and  thous- 
ands of  feet  of  lumber  passed  down  the 
stream. 

It  is  impossible  to  tell  what  the  loss 
of  life  will  roll  up,  but  at  9  o'clock  the 
coroner  of  Westmoreland  county  sent  a 
message  out,  saying  that  100  bodies 
had  been  recovered  at  Nineveh,  half 
way  from  here  to  Johnstown.  Sober- 
minded  people  do  not  hesitate  to 
that  1200  is  moderate. 

"How  can  anybody  tell  howmany^are 
dead?"  said  a  railroad  engineer.    "I  have 
l>een  at  Lt^ng  Hollow  with  my  train  since 
11  o'clock    yesterday,    and    I  have 
fully  500  persons  lost  in  the  Hood." 

J.  W.  Esch,  a  brave  railroad  employe, 
saved  sixteen  lives  at  Nineveh. 
The  most  awful  culmination  of  the  awful 
night  was  the  roasting  of  a  hundred  or 
more  persons  in  midfiood.  The  ruins  of 
houses,  outbuildings  and  other  struc- 
tures swept  against  the  new  railroad 
bridge  at  Johnstown,  and,  from  an  over- 
turned stove  or  some  such  cause,  the 
upper  part  of  the  wreckage  caught  fire. 

Crowds  of  men,  women  and  children 
were  on  the  wreck  and  their  screams 
were  soon  added  to  the  awful  chorus  of 
horror.  They  were  literally  roasted  on 
the  flood. 

Soon  after  the  fire  burned  itself  out 
others  were  thrown  against  the  mass. 
There  were  some  fifty  people  in  sight 
when  the  ruins  suddenly  parted,  broke 
up,and  were  swept  under  the  bridge  into 
pitchy  darkness. 

The  latest  news  from  Johnstown  is 
that  one  or  two  houses  could  be  seen  in 
the  town.  It  is  also  said  that  only  three 
houses  remain  in  Cambria  City. 


Counted  the  UejMl  Floating  Past 

Bbaddock,  June  l.~The  water  at 
Liong  Hollow  is  higher  than  ever  before 
known,  and  sweepmg  by  that  swtion 
like  a  race  horse.  Liong  Hollow 
is  the  nearest  point  to  Johns- 
town which  has  telegraphic  (XHUmu- 
nication;  it  is  twelve  miles  from  Johns- 
town. Over  130  people  have  been 
counted  as  tioating  past  on  the  wreckage 
in  the  river,  and  but  one  (a  smaU  boy; 
has  been  rescued.  The  others  are  sup- 
posed to  have  been  drowned.  Tho  boy 
with  his  parents,  another  brother  and 
two  sisters  were  swept  away  with  their 
house,  which  got  along  all  right  until  it 
struck  the  new  railroad  bridge 
at  Johnstown,  where  it  upset  and 
went  to  pieces,  drowning  the  rest  o!  the 
family. 

.Shrieking  for  Help. 

BoLiVAK,  June  1.— [LaterJ.  The  water 
struck  here  about  7  o'clock  last  evoning 
and  at  7:30  a  great  pile  of  driftvfood, 
upon  which  three  women  and  two 
children  were  clinging,  was  swept;  by. 
Shriek  after  shriek  for  help 
came  from  the  group,  and  in  a  few  mo- 
ments the  water  was  full  of  hundreds  of 
men,  women  and  children,  some  dead 
and  ail  drowning.

Gathering  tlie  I>ead    Bodieii. 

New  Florence,  Pa.,  June  1.— The 
waters  are  now  receding  here  as  rapidly 
as  they  rose  last  night,  and  as  the  banks 
uncover  the  dead  are  showing  up.  Al- 
ready nine  dead  bodies  have  been  picked 
up  within  the  limits  of  ^ this  borough 
since  daylight.  None  of  them  havo  as 
yet  been  recognized.  Five  of  those  fo  md 
are  women.  One  probably  twenty- hve 
years  old  and  rather  handsome  has 
clasped  in  her  arms  a  babe  about  six 
months  old. 

The  dead  body  of  a  young  man  vas 
discovered  in  the  branches  of  a  huge 
tree  which  had  been  carried  down  the 
stream. 

The  body  of  another  woman  has  just 
been  discovered  in  the  river.  Her  loot 
was  discovered  above  the  surface  of  the 
water.  A  rope  was  fastened  about  it, 
and  it  is  now  tied  to  a  tree  awaiting  as- 
sistance to  land  it. 

John  L.  Webber  and  wife,  an  old 
couple,  Mike  Metzgar  and  John  Faraey 
were  rescued  near  here  early  this  mean- 
ing. They  had  been  carried  from  their 
home  in  Cambria  City  on  the  roof  of  the 
house.  There  were  seven  others  on  the 
roof  of  the  house  when  't  was  carried  otf 
by  the  angry  waters.  They  were  all 
drowned.  They  are  unknown  to  Web- 
ber, they  having  drifted  onto  the  roof 
from  floating  debris.  Webber  and  his 
wife  were  almost  helpless  from  ex- 
posure. 

Three  Towns  Obliterated. 
New  Florence,  Pa.,  June  1.— M.  L. 
Hays  has  just  returned  from  Johnstown 
and  says  the  place  is  annihilated.  Cone- 
maugh is  wrecked,  and  Cambria  City 
swept  away.    Fully  1200  lives  lost. 


«iuick  PoUce  Action  Prevents   a  Consider- 
able .Strike. 

There  was  a  strike  of  small  dimensions 
at  Ihird  avenue  east  this  morning. 
Some  of  the  men  struck  for  an  advance 
from  $1.2.5  to  $1.50  per  day,  and 
when  refused  they  compelled  a  num- 
ber of  the  men  at  work  to  quit 
Ihey  then  made  up  a  gang  and  tried  to 
persuade  some  of  the  men  on  Fourth 
avenue  east  and  First  street  to  leave 
their  jobs,  and  were  rapidly  demoralizing 
the  men  there  when  the  police  appeared 
and  put  a  stop  to  further  demonstra- 
tions.

Searohing  lor  the  Dead. 

New  Florence,  Pa.,  June  1.— ']?he 
bank  on  both  sides  of  the  river  at  this 
place  is  crowded  with  anxious  watchurs, 
and  with  horrifying  frequency  their  \ig- 
ils  are  rewarded  by  the  discovery  of  a 
dead  body.  Within  the  last  half  hcmr 
three  floating  bodies  have  been  recoveied 
at  this  point,  and  hundreds  of  people 
from  up  river  towns  are  hurrying  hi)re 
in  search  of  their  friends  and  relati(tns 
who  were  swept  away  in  last  night's 
flood.  The  most  intense  excitemont 
prevails  here.  The  street  cor- 
ners are  crowded  with  p»le 
and  anxious  people  who  tell  of 
the  awful  calamity  with  bated  breath. 
Squire  Bennett  has  charge  of  the  dead 
bodies  and  he  is  having  them  properly 
cared  for.  They  are  being  prepared  lor 
burial,  but  will  be  1  eld  for  identifi.ja- 
tion. 

Four  boys  have  just  come  from  Ibe 
river  bank  above  here.  They  eay  that 
on  the  opposite  side  a  number  of  bodies 
can  be  seen  lying  in  the  mud.  Tbey 
found  the  body  of  a  woman  on  this  side. 
She  was  covered  with  debris,  but  they 
pulled  her  out.  She  had  only  a  f  }w 
tatters  of  clothes  on,  and  the  body  was 
badly  bruised.

SEEN  AND  HIARO. 


Andrew  Carnegie  thinks  that  the  high 
price  of  foreign  ateel  rails  gives  a  good 
chance  now  to  the  manufactures  of  the 
United  States  to  gain  a  foothold  in  the 
South  American  markets,  Xot  only  the 
steel  rail  makers,  but  other  producers  as 
well  will  be  quick  to  trj-  the  opening.  A 
cargo  of  oojil  is  to  be  shipped  at  once 
from  Philadelphia  to  a  South  American 
port,  a  challenge  which  will  make  the 
coal  sellers  of  the  old  world  climb  up  on 
their  stools  and  tigure  away  at  their 
margins. 

The  change  in  the  civil  service  rules 
whereby  the  lists  of  eligibles  and  their 
respective  standmg  are  to  be  made  pub- 
lic is  a  reversal  of  the  established  prac- 
tice.

There  is,  perhaps,  a  technical  question 
whether  the  admission  of  the  oew  states 
is  so  far  accomplished  by  the  mere  en- 
abling act  that  their  representative  stiirs 
may  properly  be  placed  on  tho  flag  for 
the  approaching  Fourth  of  July,  says  a 
writer  in  the  June  Century.  It  is  not 
probable,  however,  that  the  question 
will  ever  assume  any  practical  import- 
ance. The  older  states  of  the  Union  will 
not  be  able  to  cavil  on  points  of  etiquette 
in  the  welcome  with  which  they  meet 
their  new  sisters,  or  to  stickle  on  the 
exact  location  of  the  threshold.  The 
field  of  forty-two  stars  may  not  be  legal 
for  federal  agencies  until  next  year,  but 
there  is  assuredly  nothing  illegal  in  the 
prior  recognition  by  states  and  private 
persons  of  the  practical  relations  of  the 
new  states  to  the  remainder  of  the 
Union.  Such  a  recognition  would  be  at 
the  worst  but  a  brief  and  passing  irreg- 
ularity; and  that  is  hanlly  to  be  placed 
in  the  scale  opposite  to  the  comity  of 
states.  The  fortunate  design  of  our 
national  flag  enables  the  older  states  to 
signalize  at  once  the  cordiality  with 
which  they  add  to  the  roll  of  their  sister- 
hood the  names  of  North  Dakota,  .South 
Dakota,  Montana  and  Washington.

She  is  a  Distant   Relative  of  the   Hayard* 

and  Comeci  From  a  Well-Knowil  Family. 

W.vsHiNGTON,  June  1.— The  marriage 
of  Thomas  F.  Bayard,  ex-seoretarv  of 
state,  and  Miss  Mary  Willing  CIvmer  is 
officially  announced  to  take  place  in  this 
city,  at  St.  Johns  Episcopal  thurch,  on 
June  12.  i 

The  Bayards  and  Clymersard  distantly 
related.  Mr.  Bayard  has  for  many  years 
been  a  friend  of  the  Olymer  fjanily,  and 
among  the  young  members  of  it  has 
always  been  known  as  "Uncle  Tom." 
The  lady  belongs  to  a  historic  family  on 
her  father's  and  her  mother's  tdde.  She 
is  the  daughter  of  Dr.  George  Clymer,  a 
grandson  of  the  signer  of  the  dselaration 
of  independence,  a  native  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, who  entered  the  navy  in  1829 "as 
assistant  surgeon  on  the  frigat»>  Constel- 
lation, and  performed  other  du;y  as  med- 
ical officer  on  some  of  the  most  noted 
vessels  of  the  old  navy.  He  was  surgeon 
of  the  Mississippi  squadron  from  1803  to 
18G5,  and  died  in  Washingtto  after  a 
long  and  distinguished  career. 

"Miss  Clymer "s  mother  was  Miss  Mary 
Shubrick,  daughter  of  Rear  Aduiira'l 
William  Bradford  Shubrick,  one  of  the 
most  distinguished  officers  in  tjie  navy. 
He  was  the  son  of  a  colonel  in  the  revo- 
lutionary army  under  General  Iv'athaniol 
Greene,  and  his  aide  at  the  bat  ile  of  Eu- 
taw  Springs.  He  was  a  native  of  South 
Carohna,  and  in  1813  assisted  lu  the  de- 
fence of  Norfolk  against  tho  British. 
He  was  lieutenant  on  the  Constitution 
at  the  capture  of  the  Cayaus  atii Levant 
in  1815.  He  rect^ved  a  silver  ni.jdal  from 
congress,  besides  a  sword  froia  his  na- 
tive state,  as  a  testimonial  of  hit!  bravery. 
Duriug  the  Mexiciui  war  he  vras  com- 
mander-in-chief of  the  Pacific  nquadron. 
In  1847  with  a  naval  brigade 
organized  from  the  vessels  of  hip  fleet,  of 
which  the  ludepaudence  was  Hag-ship, 
he  captured  the  cities  of  the  eniire  west- 
ern coast  of  California  and  Mexico.  Later 
on  he  commanded  a  fleet,  of  which  the 
Sabine  was  the  flag-ship,  and,  sailing  from 
Buenos  Ayres,  satisfactorily  terminated 
tho  international  difliculties  which  had 
arisen  between  this  country  aud  Para- 
guay. He  wjis  one  of  the  mosU  popular 
men  of  tho  navy,  and,  after  lon,r  service 
spent  on  the  lighthouse  board,  died  in 
Washington  in  1874. 

His  widow  has  two  daughters/  Gno  is 
married,  the  other  is  engaged  1o  marrj' 
the  ex-secretary  of  state.  Slle  is  no 
longer  young,  but  she  is  genial,  and 
possesses  many  gifts  of  character  and 
mind  which  have  served  to  makt>  her  one 
of  the  most  popular  members  c(f  Wash- 
ington society.  Mrs.  Clymer  and  her 
daughters  have  for  years  livod  in  U 
street  in  this  city,  adjoining  the  house  of 
Mr.  George  Bancroft.

The  Inventor  of  a  tlfe  PT«!t«rver  Here, 
Kxhibltiug  Hla  ApparutUH. 
Ole  Rosendahl,  a  Minneapolitan  who 
first  earned  fame  by  inventing  the  fam- 
ous shoes  by  which  a  person  is  enabled 
to  walk  u[K)n  the  water,  is  in  Duluth 
for  a  few  days.  He  has  invented  a  life 
saving  apparatus  that  experts  claim  will 
come  into  general  use  on  steamboat 
fines.  It  was  on  exhibition  at  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  this  morning. 
The  apparatus  consists  of  two  parallel 
canvas  tubes,  called  "halls,"'  connected 
by  a  system  of  ropes,  interlocking  near 
the  ends  and  also  running  around  the 
halls.  The  tubes  are  of  cork,  containing 
a  backbone  of  stiff  wood,  and  covered 
with  rubber-coated  canvas  of  the  heavi- 
est, strongest  quality.  Several  sizes  of 
these  preservers  are  made,  the  ones  to 
be  seen  at  the  Chamber  being  made  for 
three  and  six  persons. 

The  arrangement  by  which  people  can 
fasten  themselves  to  the  apparatus  is  a 
system  of  straps,  fastened  to  the  halls. 
These  can  be  placed  around  the  waist  j 
with  the  result  that  the  body  above  the  I 
arm  pits  is  completely  out  of  water. 
There  are  two  of  these  straps  on  each 
side.  Two  belts  connect  loosely  the 
halls,  between  which  two  other 
persons  can  find  safety  from  drowning. 
This  preserver  weighs  three  pounds  and 
is  capable  of  sustaining  a  dead  weight 
clear  of  the  water  of  '200  pounds;  that  is 
there  is  sufiicient  floating  quality  in  the 
apparatus  to  sustain  a  live  weight  of 
nearly  10,000  pounds.  Paddles  are  at- 
tached to  the  halls,  to  use  in  case  the 
apparatus  is  needed  when  near  shore.

The  action  of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee 
and  St.  Paul  road,  in  accepting  from  the 
Grand  Huron  route  the  same  proportion- 
ate freight  rate  that  applies  to  traffic  re- 
ceived from  the  regular    lake  and  rail 
lines  has  had   its  effect,   and   a   general 
rate  war    is   on.    The    Burlington    and 
Northern  reduced  its  rates  yesterday,  and 
today  the  Northwestern   has  out   to  38 
cents    first-chiss,    lake    and    rail.      The 
Kansas  City  road  also  reduces  today,  and 
it  is  understood  that  other  Chicago  lines 
will  at  once  make  similar  reductions  on 
the  basis  of  34  cents  as  the  {)roportion  of 
first-class  freight  shipments  from    Chi- 
cago   to    St.    Paul  and    Minneapolis  on 
shipments    from    the    seaboard.      This 
schedule  has  been  made  earlier  than  was 
intended,     but    as      on      Tuesday     the 
Canadian         Pacific         reduced         its 
scale    of    rates    between    the    Atlantic 
seaboard  and  St.  Paul,  the   Burlington 
was  compelled  to  issue  its  change.    All 
others  followed  as  a  matter  of  course. 

It  is  the  old  tight  over  again.  The 
Burlington  was  built  especially  for 
through  business,  and  depends,  unlike 
its  competitors,  upon  this  traffic.  And 
for  this  reason  its  management  refused 
to  subscribe  to  a  membership  in  the  In- 
terstate Commerce  Railway  association, 
in  common  with  its  Duluth  competitors 
in  seiboard  business,  the  St.  Paul  and 
Duluth,  the  Eastern  Minnesota  and  Du- 
luth, South  Shore  and  Atlantic. 

The  all-rail  lines'  proportion  on  Chi- 
cago-St.  Paul  tralfic  when  received  from 
the  boat  lines  is  on  the  basis  of  thirty- 
eight  cents  first-class.  Traffic  that  goes 
by  rail  to  Grand  Haven  and  from  there 
crosses  the  lake  to  Milwaukee  is  con 
sidered  to  be  the  same  as  all-rail  busi- 
ness, that  route  not  being  looked  upon 
as  a  lake  and  rail  line.  Yet  it  appears 
I  that  the  St.  Paul  road  has  chosen  to  re- 
gard this  as  legitimate  lake  and  rail 
traffic,  making  no  distinction  between  it 
and  shipments  coming  the  whole  dis- 
tance from  Buffalo  by  water,  and  apply- 
ing to  this  traffic  the  thirty-eight-cent 
scale  as  its  proportion  of  the  rate  to  St. 
Paul  and  Minneapolis. 

It  was  on  account  of  this  attitude  of 
the  St.Paulroad  that  the  Burlington  and 
Northern  first  gave  notice  of  its  inten- 
tion to  make  the  same  rates  from  Chi- 
cago to  Minneapolis  on  traffic  from  the 
Efist  by  the  all-rail  lines  that  were  al- 
ready in  effect  on  such  traffic  received 
from  the  boat  lines.  Later,  to  meet  the 
CDmpetitionof  the  Soo  and  the  Canadian 
Pacitic,  it  gave  notice  of  a  still  further 
reduction  on  all-rail  business  to  take 
effect  today.

Track  Troubles. 

Reports  to  the  contrary  notwithstand- 
ing, a  big  rumpus  will-arise  between  the 
Milwaukee  and  Lake  Shore  and  Wis- 
consin Central  companies  over  the  use 
by  the  former  of  the  Northern  Pacific's 
track  between  Aehlandand  Duluth.

Keefe,  Greene  &  Co.,  of  Helena,  who 
have  been  awarded  the  contract  for 
building  the  Butte  branch  of  the  North- 
ern Pacific,  were  among  the  men  who 
built  the  big  tunnel  on  the  Montana 
Central.  The  oontraot  price  is  under- 
stood to  be  between  $700,000 
and  $1,000,000,  but  this  is 
by  no  means  the  cost  of  the  new 
road,  as  the  Northern, Pacific  is  to  fur- 
nish all  materials.  The  estimated  cost 
of  the  new  road,  including  construction 
and  materials,  will  be  between  two  and 
three  millions.  The  road  will  be  69.5 
miles  in  length. 


Will   fre   Fixed. 

There  is  a  great  deal  of  complaint 
about  the  inefficiency  of  the  present  day 
mail  service  to  St.  Paul.  A  letter  mailed 
from  here  in  the  morning  does  not  reach 
St.  Paul  till  the  following  morning, 
which  is  explained  in  this  way:  The 
train  which  leaves  here  in  the  morning 
does  not  arrive  at  St.  Paul  till  3:20, 
which  is  just  twenty  minutes  after  the 
carriers  leave  the  postoffice,  consequently 
the  Duluth  mail  lies  there  till  the  foUow'- 
ing  day.  Theexpe<jted  change  of  time  on 
the  St.  Paul  and  Duluth  will  doubtless 
remedy  this  fault. 


^N  DISTRICT  COURT. 


At  the  district  court  yesterday  the 
cases  of  G.  G.  Hartley  and  Clarence  E. 
Grosvenor  against  the  Eastern  Minne- 
sota Railway  company  were  tried.  This 
was  an  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the 
appraisers  in  condemning  lots  113  and 
115,  block  4,  Third  division.  The  award 
of  the  commission  was  .$17,000.  The  jury 
changed  these  figures  to  $22,500.  The 
cases  of  Louis  Sandstrom  vs.  Malcom 
McEachern  and  others,  and  John  F. 
Appleby  vs.  S.  F.  White,  for  slander, 
were  continued  by  consent. 

In  the  case  of  the  city  for  the  State 
bank  and  Duncan  ct  Gamble  vs.  Haney 
&  Derby  and  Ray  and  Carey,  a  verdict 
was  returned  for  the  defendant. 

An  adjournment  was  taken  till  Mon- 
day, at  which  time  will  be  taken  up  the 
cases  of  Daniel  Branch  and  F.  D.  Culver 
vs.  Lovett  &  Langellier,  August  Jaiek- 
iesch  vs.  E.  J.  Armorj-  and  D.  M.  Hoyt 
VB.  City  of  Duluth.

Work  on  the  Canadian  Sault  canal  is 
progressing  favorably,  and  a  great  deal 
of  work  has  been  done.  The  contract 
is  divided  into  three  portions:  The  ap- 
proaches below  the  lock,  the  canal 
acrotis  the  island,  and  the  approaches  at 
the  upper  end.  On  all  three  rapid 
progress  has  been  made.

JotTNsTowN,  Pa.,  June  3.— The  dark 
disaster  of  the  day,  with  its  attendant 
L'ares,  thrilletl  the  universe,  and  drew 
two  continents  closer  together  in  the 
bonds  of  sympathy  that  bind  humanity 
to  man.  Tlie  midnight  terrors  of  Ashta- 
buhj  and  Chats  worth  evoked  tears  of 
pity  from  every  fireside  in  Christendom, 
but  the  true  story  of  Johnstown,  when 
all  is  known,  will  stand  solitarj-  and 
alone  as  the  acme  of  man's  annihilation 
by  the  potent  element  to  which 
humanity  is  ever  subject.  The 
menacing         clouds         still  hover 

darkly  over  the  valley  of  death 
and  the  muttering  thunder  that  ever  and 
anon  reverberates  faintly  in  the  dis- 
tance, seems  the  tiendish  chuckle  of  the 
demon  of  destruction  as  he  pursues  his 
way  to  other  lands  and  other  homes. 

But  the  modern  deluge  has  done  its 
worst  for  Johnstown.  The  waters  are 
rapidly  subsiding,  but  the  angry  torrent 
IS  still  eddying  around  Ararat,' and  the 
winged  messenger  of  peace  has  not  yet 
appeared  to  tell  the  pathetic  tale  of 
those  who  escaped  the  devastation 
of  Black  Friday.  It  is  not  a  hack- 
neyed utterance  to  say  that  no 
pen  can  adequately  depict  the  horrors  of 
this  twin  disaster  of  haulocaust  and 
deluge.  The  deep  emotions  that  well 
from  the  heart  of  every  spectator  find 
most  eloquent  expression  in  silence.  The 
silence  that  bespeaks  man's  recognition 
of  his  subserviency  to  the  elements  and 
impotence  to  arrest  catastrophe,  the  in- 
signiticance  of  human  life,  is  only  fully 
realized  by  the  witness  of  such  scenes 
as  Johnstown,  Chatsworth  and  Ashta- 
bula. 

This  morning  opens  u])  dark  an<f 
dreary.  tJreat  drops  of  rain  fall  occa- 
sionally, and  another  storm  seems  im- 
minent. 

As  one  ascends  the  bank  of  Stony 
creek  for  a  half  mile  along  the  smolder- 
ing ruins  of  the  wreck,  the  most  skepti- 
cal now  concede  the  worst  and  realize 
that  hundreds,  perhaps  thousands,  of 
bodies  lie  charred  and  blackened  beneath 
this  great  funeral  pyre.  Searchers  wan- 
der wearily  over  this  smoking  mass  and 
as  occasionally  a  sudden  shout  comes 
over  the  waters  the  patient  watchers  on 
the  hill  realize  that  another  ghastly  dis- 
covery has  been  added  to  that  long  list 
of  revelations  that  chill  every  heart. 

From  the  banks  many  charred  remains 
of  victims  of  flames  and  flood  are  plainly 
visible  as  the  receding  waters  reluctantly 
give  up  their  dead.  Beneath  almost 
every  log  or  blackened  beam  a  glistening 
skull  or  the  blanched  remains  of  ribs  or 
limbs  mjirk  all  that  remains  of  life. 
Since  10 o'clock  last  night  the  tire  engines 
have  been  busy.  Water  has  been  con- 
stantly playing  on  the  burning  ruins. 
At  times  the  fire  seems  almost  extin- 
guished, but  fitful  flames  suddenly  break 
out  afresh  in  some  other  quarter,  and 
again  the  water  and  flames  wage  tierce 
combat. 

The  chief  sensation  of  the  morning 
has  been  the  united  remonstrance  of  the 
physicians  against  the  extinguishment 
of  the  burning  wreck.  They  maintain, 
with  a  philosophy  that  to 
anxious  searchers  seems  heartless, 
that  hundreds,  if  not  thousands,  of  life- 
less and  decaying  Indies  lie  beneath  this 
mass  of  burning  ruins.  "It  would  be 
better,"  they  say,  "to  permit  nature's 
greatest  scavenger,  the  flames,  to  pur- 
sue kis  work  unmolested.  Days  will 
elapse  Ijefore  the  rubbish  can  be  suffi- 
ciently removed  to  -permit  the 
recovery  of  these  bodies,  and 
long  ere  that  every  corpse 
will  be  a  putrid  mass  yielding  forth 
those  frightful  odors  of  decaying  human 
flesh  that  in  a  community  like  this  can 
give  but  one  result  the  dreadful  typh  us. 
Every  battle  field  has  demonstrated 
that  necessity  of  the  hasty  interment  of 
decaying  bodies,  and  the  stench  that 
already  arises  is  a  forerunner  of  impend- 
ing danger.  Burn  the  wreck."  The 
warnings  of  science  were  lost  in  the 
eager  demands  of  those  that  sought  the 
remains  of  the  near  and  dear.  The  hose 
was  again  turned  upon  the  hissing  mass 
and  rapidly  the  flames  yielded  to  the 
supremacy  of  water. 

It  is  almost  impossible  to  conceive  the 
extent  of  the  smoking  ruins.  An  area 
of  ten  acres  above  the  dam  is  covered  to 
a  depth  of  forty  feet  with  shattered 
houses,  borne  from  the  resident  center  of 
Johnstown.  In  each  of  these  houses  it 
is  estimated  there  were  from  one  to 
twenty  or  twenty-five  people.  This  is 
accepted  as  data  uix>n  which  to  estimate 
the  number  that  perished  on  this  si)ot, 
and  if  the  data  be  correct  the  bodies 
that  lie  beneath  these  ruins  must  run 
well  up  into  the  hundreds  if  not  the 
thousands. 

As  yet  there  is  no  telling  how  many 
have  been  lost.  Adjt.-Gen.  Hastings, 
who  has  charge  of  everything,  stated 
this  morning  that  he  supposed  there  was 
at  leasi  2(XX)  people  under  the  burning  de- 
bris, but  the  only  way  to  find  out  how 
many  live  were  lost  was  to  take  a  census 
of  the  people  now  living  and  substract 
that  from  the  census  before  the  flood. 
Said  he: 

"In  my  opinion  there  are  from  4000  to 
800(»  souls  lost." 

Battery  B,  of  Pittsburg,  arrived  in  the 
city  this  morning,  under  command  of 
Lieut.  Shepard,  who  went  to  the  head- 
quarters of  Adjt.-Gen.  Hastings  in  the 
tower.  The  general  had  just  gotten  up, 
and  af^  the  oQicer  approached  the  general 
said: 

"Who  sent  you  here?" 
"I  was  sent  here  by  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,"  replied  the  lieutenant. 
"Well,  I  want  to  state  that  there  are 


only  four  people  who  can  order  you  out, 
viz.,  the  governor,  adjutant-general, 
major-general  and  the  commander  of  the 
Second  brigade.  You  have  committed  a 
serious  breach  of  discipline,  and  my  ad 
vice  to  you  is  to  get  back  to  Pittsburg 
jis  soon  as  possible,  or  you  may  Ije  mus- 
tered out  of  service.  I  am  surprised 
that  you  should  attempt  such  an  act 
without  any  authority  whatever." 

This  seemed  to  settle  the  matter,  and 
the  battery  started  back  to  Pittsburg.  In 
justice  to  Lieut.  Shephard  it  might  be 
stated  that  he  was  told  that  an  order 
was  issuetl  by  the  government.  General 
Hiistings  stated  afterwards  that  the 
sending  down  of  the  soldiers  was  like 
waving  a  red  flag,  and  it  would  only 
tend  to  create  trouble.  He  said  every- 
thing was  quiet  here  and  it  was  an  in- 
sult to  the  citizens  of  Jolinstown  to  send 
soldiers  here  at  present. 

A  train  of  five  cars  cane  in  from  Cum- 
berland, Md.,  this  morning,  loaded  with 
provisions  and  thirty  men  to  help  clean 
np  the  debris.  The  undertaking  rooms 
are  at  work  and  about  sixty  coffins  con- 
taining bodies  of  unknown  people  were 
piled  up  on  the  station  and  platform. 

.\  pathetic  sight  was  seen  this  morn- 
ing on  the  bridge.  Up  till  today  Gen. 
Hastings  had  his  headquarters' on  the 
east  side  of  the  river,  but  this  morning 
he  came  over  to  the  burning  debris,  fol- 
lowed by  about  125  men  carrying  coffins. 
He  started  to  work  immediately,  and  has 
ordered  men  from  Philadelphia  and 
Eastern  towns  to  do  laboring. 

The  condition  of  affairs  here  is  illus- 
trated by  the  circumstances  under  which 
these  dispatches  are  being  sent.  It  has 
been  necessary  to  establish  the  head- 
quarters of  the  Associated  Press  in  the 
building  which  is  being  used  as  one  of 
the  morgues,  and  its  telegraph  operators 
are  sending  the  distressing  news  to  the 
world  while  surrounded  by  the  bodies  of 
the  dead.

the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  road  reached 
here  at  2  o'clock  this  morning  after  an 
exciting  ride  up  tlie  mountain.  All 
along  the  road  at  each  town  contribu- 
tions were  made  to  the  already  well 
filled  cars  of  provisions.  McKeesiwrt 
added  two  to  three  taken  from  Pitts- 
burg, two  more  were  added  at  Brad- 
dock,  three  at  West  Newton,  and  so  on 
all  the  way  to  Johnstown,  until  when 
the  latter  place  was  reached  the  train 
had  ten  loaded  cars.  W^hen  Johnstown 
was  reached  every  one  was  anxious  to 
get  to  work  to  assist  in  the  work  of  res- 
cue. A  party  was  made  up  and  started 
for  the  lower  part  of  the  town. 

The  city  was  covered  with  trees,  rocks, 
fences,  parts  of  houses  and  every  imag- 
inable thing.  Bureaus,  l>ede,  sideboards 
and  furniture  of  all  kinds  were  strewn 
from  hill  to  hill.  The  whole  valley  of 
Stoney  creek,  for  miles  up  from  Johns- 
town, is  filled  with  debris  of  all  kinds. 
The  line  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  has 
been  cleared  of  debris,  and  it  is  piled  up 
on  each  side  as  high  as  the  top  of  the 
care. 

When  the  lower  part  of  the  town  was 
reached  the  scene  presented  was  beyond 
description.  Half  has  not  been  told,  and 
never  will  be,  Jis  to  the  extent  of  the 
awful  wreck.  From  the  Pennsyl- 
vania railroad  to  Main  street 
there  is  nothing  standing  but 
the      stone      church 


and  the  large 
brick  school  house.  The  Mansion  house  j  vastation  which  grew 
is  gone  and  over  one  hundretl  were  lost  "^  its  progress.  Forty 
there.  From  the  belfry  you  can  see  for 
many  blocks  in  every  dir'ectiou,  and  be- 
tween the  de{K>t  and  the  point  there  is 
standing  only  a  part  of  the  Morrell  block 
and  two  small  brick  offices,  that  were 
protected  by  the  Morrell  building. 

The  town  was  at  rest  early  in  the 
morning.  Every  oue  was  thoroughly  ex- 
hausted with  the  terrible  strain,  and  the 


The  stealing  by  Hungarians  at  Cam- 
bria City  and  points  along  the  railway, 
has  almost  ceased.  The  report  of  several 
lynch ings  and  the  drowning  of  two  Ital- 
ians while  being  pursued  by  citizen8,yes- 
terday,  put  a  damper  on  the  soulless  pil- 
fering for  a  time.  Deputy  Sheriff  Roscoe 
was  patrolling  the  river  bank.  He  found 
two  Hungarians  attempting  to  rob  sev- 
eral bodies,  and  gave  chase.  He  found 
two  taking  to  the  woods  and  pulled  out 
a  pistol  and  shot  twice,  wounding 
both  men  batUy.  From  latest  reports 
the  men  are  still  living,  but  in  a  critical 
condition. 

The  sheriff  has  taken  charge  of  Johns- 
town, and  armed  men  are  patroling  the 
city.  The  people  who  have  property  in 
its  limits  are  permitted  to  enter  the  city 
if  they  are  known,  but  otherwise  it  is 
impossible  to  get  ihto  the  town. 

The  relief  committee  from  Ohio  is 
pitching  its  canvas  tents  on  the  hills.  It 
has  900  of  these  tents,  and  they  are  being 
eagerly  utilized  ;is  fast  as  erected. 

For  the  first  time  since  the  flood  men 
have  been  put  to  work  on  the  debris  at 
the  bridge,  and  are  hunting  for  the 
bodies  that  have  not  been  burned  be- 
yond recognition.  This  morning  a  man, 
v?oman  and  child  were  taken  from  the 
ruins.  The  child  was  clasped  in  the 
arms  of  the  woman,  and  the  trio  were 
evidently  husband,  wife  and  child.  It  is 
a  most  distressing  sight  to  see  the  rela- 
tives of  people  who  are  supposed  to  be 
lost  standing  around  watching  every 
body  as  it  is  pulled  out,  and  acting  more 
like  maniacs  than  sensible  people.

work  of  the  last  two  days  and  nights. 

The  town  is  under  martial  law,  and 
every  one  who  goes  about  the  place  is 
challenged  or  requested  to  give  an 
account  of  himself.  The  water  has  sub- 
sided to  a  great  extent,  and  the  streets 
in  the  main  part  of  the  town  are  free 
from  water.  The  falling  water  has  laid 
bare  the  terrible  work  of  the  flo(xl,  and 
the  full  extent  of  the  disaster  is  only 
being  ascertained  now. 

The  streets  are  one  sickening,  foul- 
smelling  mass  of  wood  and  debris,  and 
the  work  of  searching  for  bodies  has  only 
fairly  Ijegun. 

The  latest  estimates  put  the  loss  of 
life  at  from  10,000  to  12,000. 

It  is  impossible  to  get  any  account 
of  the  number  lost.  Every  one  is  so 
thoroughly  tired  out  and  overcome 
by  the  weight  of  the  disaster  as  to  be 
utterly  unable  to  give  an  accurate  do- 
tail  or  figures.  The  work  of  identifying 
the  dead  goes  on  very  slowly,  and  com- 
paratively few,  so  far,  have  been  identi- 
fied. Among  those  identified  today  were 
MunsWolf  and  wife,  Mr.  Goldbert,  a 
merchant  whose  body  was  sent  to  Balti- 
more accompanied  by  his  daughter,  Mrs. 
K.  Katerstein  and  son,  who  were  visiting 
Mr.  Bohm,  the  father  of  Mrs.  Katerstein. 
They  were  standing  in  Mr.  Bohm's  store 
on  Main  street  and  were  washed  away 
in  front  of  his  eyes. 

Up  to  this  morning  people  living  here 
who  lost  whole  families  and  parts  of 
families  hardly  seemed  to  realize  what  a 
dreadful  calamity  had  befallen  them. 
However,  this  morning  people  are  get- 
ting to  understand  the  situation,  and 
agony  is  stamped  on  the  features  of 
everyone,  and  it  is  truly  a  city  of  mourn- 


ing. Ten  bodies  were  taken  out  of  the 
!  debris  at  9:20  o'clock  thifc  morning. 
There  was  nothing  to  identify  them,  as 
they  were  burned  almost  to  a  crisp.  It 
is  thought,  however,  that  sefen  of  them 
belong  to  one  family,  as  the.f  were  all 
found  under  the  roof  of  a  h'juse,  partly 
burned.

Then 
he  got  a  hardv-ood  mop  stick  and  broke  that 
over  him.  By  his  time  Coombs  was  insen- 
s'.lile. 

iieckman  setlknl  back  and  said,  "My  Gori  we 
killed  him."  AVhile  they  were  thumping 
I  :>ombs,  Beckiian  said, -'l  told  you  if  you 
tlireau;ned  me  I  would  kill  you,  and  1  will"  do 
it."  Coombs  regained  consciousness  and  the 
two  men  made  him  get  up  and  go  to  the 
washrtxjin  and  wasli  the  blood  from  off  his 
face.  When  he  .'ot  up  and  staggered  into  the 
ward,  Beckman  knocked  him  down  again  and 
jum|>ed  upon  hliii.  He  jumped  with  both  feet 
upon  his  breast.  Coombs,  meantime,  begged 
tor  his  life.  The  attendants  ordered  him  to 
get  up  and  go  t«  the  other  end  of  the 
ward  but  wlieii  half  way  up,  Beckman 
knocked  him  down  again.  Coombs 
crawled  to  tlie  other  end  of  the  ward  and  got 
onto  a  mattress,  and  as  he  lay  there  Peu-rson 
came  up  and  struck  him  with  a  club.  He 
could  not  sit  up  iis  they  ordered  him,  but  fell 
over.  He  was  allowed  to  crawl  upon  the  mat- 
tress. This  was  about  halt-past  U  o'clock  I 
then  went  to  din  ler. 

About  2  o'clock  Beckman  came  tome.  "The 
nigger  has  croaked,"  he  said.  He  ordered  me 
to  keep  slUl.  Then  they  notified  the  hospital 
physician  that  Coombs  had  falleu  from  a  step 
ladder,  and  recei\ed  injuries  from  which  he 
died. 

This  is  a  story  suflBciently  sickening  in 
its  brutality.  Dr.  Bowers,  the  asvlum 
superintendent,  believes  the  story  the 
attendants  told.  He  helped  make  the 
post-mortem  and  still  believed  it,  and  he 
made  out  the  death  certificate  to  that 
effect.  Coom  js's  body  was  sent  to  St. 
Paul,  and  the  two  attendants  were  dis- 
charged next  day. 

Beckman  wis  arrested  Friday  night 
and  Peterson  Saturday  on  warrants 
sworn  out  by  Dr.  Bowers,  the  superin- 
tendent. 

Superintendent  Bowers  says  he  dis- 
charged the  attendants  as  soon  as  he 
learned  of  the  affair,  but  thought  there 
was  not  sufficient  evidence  that  a  murder 
had  been  committed.  To  a  reporter  he 
said: 

I  discharged  the  men  as  soon  as  I  beard  of 
the  affair. 
Why  didn't  you  save  them  arrested';' 
Because  I  had  mjt  sufficient  evidence.

THE  NORTHERN  PACIFIC. 

No  Northwestern  railway  is  showing 
such  activity  this  year  in  new  construc- 
tion as  the  Northern  Pacific,  and  none  is 
making  such  a  record  in  earnings  in- 
crease. Already  215  miles  of  new  con- 
struction have  been  authorized  on  the 
main  line  branches,  beside  what  is  to  be 
done  on  the  lines  of  the  Northern  Pacific 
and  Manitoba,  virtually  the  same  cor- 
poration.

A  large  amount 
of  construction  will  be  pushed  on  the 
Northern  Pacific  and  Manitoba  lines, 
just  how  much  can  not  now  be  definitely 
stated,  but  enough  to  add  several  hun- 
dred miles  to  Northern  Pacific  mileage 
before  January,  1890.

ment of  the  highest  type.  It  is  now  one  of 
the  greatest  railway  systems  of  the  world 
and  Duluth  as  its  main  eastern  terminus 
and  main  shipping  and  distributing 
point  takes  pride  in  its  achievements  and 
successes. 

And  the  Northern  Pacific  is  becoming 
more  and  more  a  Duluth  road,  its  inter- 
ests are  centering  here  with  greater 
rapidity  than  earlier  in  its  history. 
Its  plans  regarding  Duluth  are  growing 
more  comprehensive  month  by  month. 
Its  success  in  breaking  through  the  wall 
of  monopoly  built  south  of  Canada  by 
the  Canadian  Pacific  will  result  in  a 
greater  trade  benefit  to  Duluth  than  is 
realized  by  even  the  most  far-seeing  of 
our  merchants;  its  deal  of  close  traffic  in- 
terests with  the  Wisconsin  Central  will 
inure  to  the  advantage  of  Duluth. 
Every  foot  of  rail  it  lays  across  Western 
prairies  or  over  Western  mountains  will 
add  to  the  commerce  and  the  tributary 
territory  of  Duluth.  Our  merchants 
should  see  to  it  that  they  are  in  a  posi- 
tion to  successfully  take  the  business 
thrown  in  their  way  by  the  extensions 
of  this  modem  railway  system. 

The  Boston  Pilot  asserts  that  the  buy- 
ing  up  of  American  breweries  by  British 
capitalists  marks  "the  beginning  of  a 
great  temperanr^e  movement  among 
Insh-Americans.''  The  plain  inference 
is  that  Irish-Americans  will  cease  to 
drink  Ijeer  rather  than  drink  that  pro 
duced  through  the  agency  of  British 
capital.  A  boycott  of  Ijeer  by  our 
adopted  citizens  would  result  in  harm  to 
no  one,  and  greatly  to  their  own  good. 

There  is  a  growing  belief   in  Washing 
ton  that  the  President  will  call  congress 
together  in  October.    The  reasons  given 
for  so  doing  are  that  the  President  and 


his  advisers  think  that  it  is  imiHirtant  to 
gain  time  before  the  holiiliiys  in  order 
that  the  policy  to  be  presented  as  to  the 
tariff  ami  other  matters  may  be  carried 
out.  As  the  basis  of  the  policy 
of  the  administration  is  a  change 
of  the  rules  of  the  house  of 
represtMitativos,  these  changes  are  in  the 
direction  of  giving  the  majority  the  con- 
trol of  legislation  and  of  taking  from  the 
minority  the  power  which  the  present 
rules  give  even  to  a  very  small  faction 
to  absolutely  control  the  business  of  the 
congress.  There  can  be  no  question 
that  this  change  is  urgently  needed,  for 
the  will  of  the  majority  has  Ihhiu  over 
ridden  by  a  few  cranks  and  wire-pullers 
f*xi  often  and  to<.>  long  for  any  further 
endurance. 


The  contract  for  the  grading  of  Fifth 
striH>t  from  Twelfth  avenue  east  to  Four- 
teenth avenue  west  ensures  a  level  street 
for  the  whole  longth,  with  the  usual 
crowning  of  a  few  inches  in  the  center. 
It  is  satisfactory  to  have  the  complete 
assurance  of  the  board  of  public  works 
that  the  objectionable  grading  carried 
out  along  the  lines  of  Third  and  Fourth 
streets  under  the  direction  of  the 
former  president  of  the  board  and  the 
advisory  engineers  will  not  be  repeated 
again  in  this  city.  So  far  as  the  present 
board  has  authority  to  do  so,  it  is  modi- 
fying this  grading  at  every  opportunity, 
and  has  very  liberally  interpreted  its 
power  to  do  so,  without  express  author- 
ization of  the  city  council.  There  need 
be  no  fear  that  the  proper  level  will  not 
be  maintaiueil  henceforth,  for  everyone 
in  the  city  now  sees  the  blunder  of  the 
contour  sloping,  and  no  engineer  in  the 
employ  of  the  city  would  think  of  revert- 
ing to  the  exploded  notion. 

A  decision  of  the  utmost  importance 
to  the  woolen  industry  of  this  country 
is  that  of  Secretary  Windom  confirming 
the  ruling  of  Collector  Erhardt,  of  New 
York,  on  the  vexed  question  whether 
worsted  cloths  are  liable  to  the  same 
rate  of  duty  as  woolen  cloths  of  the  same 
quality.  Under  the  construction  of  the 
tariff  by  ,  the  late  administration 
worsted  or  combed  wool  cloths 
were  entered  at  a  rate  of  duty 
much  less  than  carded  wool  cloths  of  the 
same  quality,  if  not  actually  from  the 
same  fleeces.  This  absurdity  was,  of 
course,  not  contemplated  by  the  frame rs 
of  the  tariff  and  is  in  direct  conflict  with 
the  provision  that  in  case  of  doubt  the 
higher  rate  of  duty  is  to  be  exacted. 
Now  by  the  secretary's  decision  the 
worsted-cloth  industry  of  this  country, 
broken  down  by  foreign  importations, 
will  revive  and  the  makers  of  woolen 
cloth,  who  have  suffered  from  the  con- 
traction in  the  demand  for  their  goods 
consequent  upon  the  increase  in  the 
amount  of  worsteds  imported  and  con- 
sumed, will  no  less  heartily  welcome  the 
putting  up  of  the  bars. 


The  census  bureau  has  issued  a  circu- 
lar letter  suggesting  that  farmers  can 
very  materially  contribute  to  the  com- 
pleteness and  usefulness  of  the  eleventh 
census  if  they  would  keep  a  correct  ac- 
count of  the  products  of  their  farms  dur- 
ing the  year  beginning  June  1, 1889,  and 
ending  may  31,  1890.  This  item  of  farm 
products  is  very  important.  It  is  one  of 
the  best  indicators  of  the  prosperous 
condition  of  the  country.  It  has  in  the 
past,  however,  been  very  largely  a  matter 
of  speculation  and  estimation,  as  the 
census  enumerators  have  found  that  very 
many  farmers  keep  no  books,  and  are 
therefore  forced  to  guess  at  the  figures 
they  are  asked  to  give.  Another  point, 
in  which  the  work  of  the  census  can  be 
very  materially  assisted,  is  in  the  depart- 
of  vital  statistics.  This  country,  unfor- 
tunately ,has  no  national  system  of  regis- 
tration of  vital  statistics,  neither  have 
many  states  or  municipalities  such  a  sys- 
tem. The  census  has  therefore  to  rely 
upon  the  voluntary  keeping  of  a  record 
by  physicians,  and  has  prepared  a  regis- 
tration book  which  it  sends  to  physicians 
for  the  keeping  of  a  record  of  all  the  deaths 
in  their  practice  during  the  census  year. 
All  physicians  who  do  not  receive  this 
book  are  requested  to  send  their  ad- 
dresses to  the  census  office  if  they  are 
willing  to  aid  in  this  very  important 
work. 

The  return  to  Chicago  of  William  J. 
McGarigle,  ex-sheriff  and  ex-warden  of 
the  county  hospital,  serves  to  illustrate 
the  peculiar  "tang"  given  to  what  is 
elsewhere  known  as  the  administration 
of  justice  by  the  courts.  Mr.  McGarigle 
was  one  of  a  gang  of  "boodlers"  which 
fleeced  the  county  out  of  very  large 
sums.  He  was  sentenced  to  a  term  in 
the  penitentiary,  but  the  sheriff  allowed 
him  to  escape  to  Canada.  He  has  re- 
turned now  under  agreement  that  he 
should  plead  guilty  and  pay  a  fine.  This 
program  was  carried  out.  He  came  into 
court,  a  new  trial  was  granted,  he 
pleaded  guilty,  was  fined  $1000,  paid, 
and  walked  out  of  court,  free.  The 
judge  carried  out  the  program  as  ar- 
ranged by  the  lawyers,  several  times 
asking  their  opinion  and  their  wishes 
before  making  the  formal  orders 
necessary,  and  assuring  them 
that  he  w?is  willing  to  make 
such  disposition  of  the  case  as  they  had 
arranged.  It  is  to  be  said  in  defence  of 
the  court's  extraordinary  proceeding  that 
the  supreme  court  of  the  state  had  de- 
cided a  new  trial  must  be  granted  U)  one 
Ed  McDonald,  who  was  a  co-defendant 
with  McGarigle,  and  the  state's  attorney 
preferred  to  believe  that  it  would  be  im- 
possible to  convict  them  again.  It  would 
seem  that  a  faithful  servant  of  the  peo- 
ple should  be  willing  to  make  an  earnest 
attempt  to  bring  criminals  to  justice, 
even  if  he  had  doubts  about  succeeding, 
rather  than  to  tamely  surrender  and  ar- 
ra»  ge  to  restore  to  respectability  Chi- 
cago respectability  a  person  who  had 
devoted  himself  to  the  occupation  of 
robbing  his  fellow  citizens.  The  Chic-ago 
idea  does  not,  however,  work  that  way. 
Probably  McGarigle  will  now  recoup 
himself  for  the  fine  paid  by  collecting 
from  the  county  warrants  for  his  salary 
during  the  time  he  was  transferring  a 
portion  of  the  county  treasury  to  his  pri- 
vate uank  account.  He  holds  J1874.(K) 
worth  of  such  unpaid  warrants,  against 
which  the  county  has  no  defence.

It  IS  a  dull  day    when,    somewhere    be- 
tween Lester  river  and  Grassy  Point  half 
a  dozen  houses  are  not  started   and  the 
prospect  now  is  that  there  will  be  in  this 
territory      a1,      least      1,200      buildings 
put      up      during      the       year,      rang- 
ing from  the  unpretending  cottage,  cost- 
ing -SoOO  or  more,   to  the   massive  office 
block    whose    tower  cuts  the  sky  and 
whose  cost  is  several  hundred  thousands 
It  18  not    probable    that,    owing  to  the 
quietness  of  times  all  through  the  West 
there  will  be  as  much  spent  in   dwelling 
house  construction  as  last  year,  or  will 
municipal  works  make  so  great  a  show- 
ing, but  the  greater  office   buildings,  the 
railway  work  and    improvements  made 
by  corporations    will    swell  the  total  to 
exceed  that  of  1888  not  a  little.

SOME     FANCY    FEED. 

Dairy  Comui.ssioner  Howard  on  S<<ientific 

Feeding  and  Beef  .Stock. 

Assistant  State  Dairy  Commissioner 
H.  C.  Howard,  whose  somewhat  frequent 
visits  to  Duluth  in  the  past  two  vears 
have  been  the  bane  of  provision  dealers 
and  snide  grocers,  has  just  sold  a  lot  of 
tine  beef  to  Mayor  Sutphin  and  the 
beeves  reached  Duluth  Saturday.  There 
were  nine  head  of  shorthorns,  "costing 
me"  says  the  mayor,  "about  $600.  They 
were  bought  especially  for  Landlord 
Emerson,  of  The  Spalding,  and  will  be 
used  by  him  for  a  starter  in  the  new 
hotel.  The  animals  have  already  been 
killed  and  are  now  in  the  cooling 
rooms." 

An  unusual  circumstance  connected  I 
with  these  cattle  is  the  abnormally 
small  shrinkage  caused  by  rail  travel. 
They  were  thirty-six  hours  on  the  way 
from  Crystal  lake  to  Sutphin's  abattoir 
and  the  shrinkage  was  but  three  pounds 
each.  It  will  usually  average  sixty 
pounds  to  the  animal.

SURFACING  THE  ROAD. 

Gettius    Keady    t«    Uaul     Supplie<«     to    the 
Knd  of  Track. 

Geo.  Foley,  a  logger  of  this  section,  so 
says  The  Industrial  Vidette,  has  secured 
the  contract  for  surfacing  the  entire 
twenty  miles  of  track  of  the  Duluth  and 
Winnipeg  road.  He  has  been  in  Cloquet 
for  two  or  three  days  making  prepara- 
tions to  start  the  work,  and  expects  to 
receive  notice  at  any  moment  from  head- 
quarters for  him  to  go  ahead.  Mr.  Foley 
says  they  will  use  no  construction  train 
at  present,  as  the  track  is  not  in  a  suit- 
able condition  to  admit  of  trains  being 
run  over  it.

Interviewed  in  Marquette,  (General 
Manager  Pitch,  of  the  Zenith  City  Short 
line,  says:  "It  is  intended,  as  soon  as  the 
line  of  the  railway  is  in  suitable  condi- 
tion, to  put  on  a  through  fast  train  be- 
tween Duluth  and  Sault  Ste.

A  special  meeting  of  the  counoil  waj* 
held  on  Saturday  evening.  The  bond  of 
G.  A.  Libby  for  !J8(.XX>  was  presented  and 
accepted  with  the  following  as  sureties: 
J.  C.  Hunter,  A.  R.  Macfarlane,  A.  P. 
Swaustrvmi,  VL  C'rombie,  Freeman  Keene, 
W.  C  Sherwood.  The  street  tiomnas- 
sioner  wa»  instructed  to  put  in  a  suit 
able  crossing  on  Second  avenue  west  for 
use  during  the  time  that  the  Central 
avenue  crossing  will  be  closed  for  paving. 
The  report  of  the  village  attorney  as  to 
Eighth  avenue  crossing,  that  the  law  pro- 
vided that  a  notice  shuld  be  served  on 
the  railroad  agt»nl  at  the  point  nearest 
such  crossing,  and  that  a  failure  of  the 
railway  it.)mpany  to  c*omply  with  such 
request  within  thirty  days  could  result 
in  proceedings  being  commenced  against 
them  to  enforce  it.  The  village  attor 
ney  was  authorized  to  serve  notice 
on  the  pnii»er  person  at  once.

The  Broadway  Theater— Notes  of  the   Day

It  has  been  a  matter  of  speculation  as 
to  whether  the  Broadway  Opera  house 
would  materialize.
